Chamber  of  the  City  Hall,  at  2  o’clock  p.  m. 

The  members-elect  were  called  to  order  by  Heber  M. 
Wells, Esq.,  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Council  at  the  Twenty- 
Eighth  Session,  who  stated  that  he  was  in  possession  of  a 
certified  list  of  the  Council-elect  which  had  been  receivep 
from  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory  and  which  was  read  as 
follows:

You  and  each  of  you  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm) 
that  you  will  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
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and  will  faithfully  obey  the  laws  thereof,  and  especially 
will  obey  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  March  22,  3882, 
entitled  :  “  An  Act  to  amend  Section  5352  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  the  United  States  in  reference  to  bigamy  and  for 
other  purposes,”  and  that  you  will  also  obey  the  Act  of 
Congress  of  March  3,  1«87,  entitled  “An  Act  to  amend  an 
Act  entitled  an  Act  to  amend  Section  5352  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  the  United  States  in  reference  to  bigamy  and  for 
other  purposes,  approved  March  22,  1882,”  in  respect  of  the 
crimes  in  said  Act  defined  and  forbidden,  and  that  you  will 
not  directly  or  indirectly  aid  or  abet,  counsel  or  advise  any 
other  person  to  commit  any  of  said  crimes  defined  by  acts 
of  Congress  as  polygamy,  bigamy,  unlawful  cohabitation, 
incest,  adultery  and  fornication,  and  you  further  swear 
(or  affirm)  that  you  are  not  a  bigamist  or  polygamist,  and 
that  you  have  not  been  convicted  of  any  crime  under 
the  Act  of  Congress  entitled  “An  Act  to  amend  Section 
5352  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  in  refer¬ 
ence  to  bigamy,  and  for  other  purposes,”  approved  March 
22,  1882,  nor  under  the  Act  amendatory  thereof,  of  March, 
3,  1887,  and  that  you  do  not  associate  or  cohabit  polyg- 
amously  with  persons  of  the  other  sex  ;  and  you  further 
swear  that  you  will  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  the 
office  upon  which  you  are  about  to  enter,  viz  :  members  of 
the  Twenty-ninth  regular  session  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah. 


Councilor  Booth  moved  that  the  Council  proceed  to 
effect  a  permanent  organization.

Resolved,  The  House  concurring,  that  the  Sergeant-at- 
Arms  of  each  House  be  authorized  to  furnish  each  member 
and  officer  of  this  Assembly  with  four  daily  papers  or  their 
equivalent  in  other  papers,  and  with  the  necessary  postage 
stamps  during  the  session. 

The  resolution  was  rejected. 

Council  took  a  recess  to  meet  with  the  House  in  Joint 
Session. 


JOINT  SESSION. 

Representatives’  Hall, 

January  13,  1890. 

4  p.  m. 

Pursuant  to  arrangement,  the  Legislative  Assembly 
met  in  joint  session. 

The  President  of  the  Council  in  the  chair,  called  the 
Assembly  to  order. 

The  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Council  called  the  roll  of  the 
Council. 

All  present. 

The  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  called  the  roll  of  the 
House. 

All  present. 

Prayer  by  he  Chaplain  of  the  Council. 

President  Richards  requested  the  joint  committee  of 
the  two  houses  to  wait  upon  His  Excellency  the  Governor, 
and  state  to  him  that  the  Assembly  was  in  readines  to  re¬ 
ceive  him. 

Governor  Arthur  L.  Thomas  was  then  announced.  The 
Assembly  received  him  standing.  Being  introduced  by  the 
President  of  the  Council,  His  Excellency  delivered  the  fol¬ 
lowing  message: 

Executive  Ofeice, 

Salt  Lake  City,  Jan.  13th,  1890. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Assembly: 

On  behalf  of  the  people,  I  welcome  you  to  the  performance 
of  the  important  duties  imposed  upon  you  by  law,  and,  in 
referring  to  matters  which  I  shall  present  to  you,  shall  be  as 
brief  as  possible. 
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REPORTS  OF  TERRITORIAL  OFFICERS. 

I  transmit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Territorial  Trea¬ 
surer  (marked  Exhibit  “A”)  and  the  report  of  the  Territorial 
Auditor  (marked  Exhibit  “B”)  for  your  information 

PUBLIC  INSTITUTIONS. 

I  have  not  been  advised  of  the  needs  of  the  Deseret  Uni¬ 
versity,  and  can  therefore  do  no  more  than  bespeak  for  it  your 
favorable  consideration. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Insane  Asylum,  the  Trustees 
of  the  Reform  School  and  of  the  Agricultural  College,  and  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Capitol  Grounds,  will  submit 
detailed  reports  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  from  which  you 
will  learn  what  has  been  done  by  them  respectively  during 
the  past  two  years.  I  shall  only  refer  to  them  in  a  general  way. 

The  condition  of  the  Insane  Asylum  is  deplorable.  The  in¬ 
mates,  afflicted  with  the  saddest  type  of  human  suffering,  are 
crowded  together  in  the  rooms,  halls,  anterooms  and  by-ways 
of  the  institution.  The  officers  and  attendants  are  compelled 
to  perform  their  duties,  in  rooms  illy  provided  for  the  pur¬ 
pose.  I  urge  immediate  action  looking  to  the  enlargement  of 
the  present  building.  The  Asylum  should  be  made  the  fore¬ 
most  benevolent  institution  of  the  Territory. 

The  Agricultural  College  is  an  institution  that  ought  to 
prove  valuable  to  the  agricultural  class.  This  important  class 
of  our  population  has  derived  but  little  benefit  from  public 
appropriations,  and  if  the  college  can  be  made  of  use  and 
benefit  to  them,  it  should  be  done.  You  are  the  immediate 
representatives  of  the  people,  and  will  have  to  decide  how  far 
you  can  go  in  supporting  this  important  institution. 

The  Reform  School  has  been  formally  opened  and  is  now 
in  active  operation.  The  necessary  appropriations  should  be 
made  to  enable  it  to  be  successfully  conducted  during  the  next 
two  years. 

The  board  of  Capitol  Commissioners  have  improved  the 
grounds  donated  by  the  City  of  Salt  Lake  to  the  Territory, 
upon  which  to  erect  the  proposed  Capitol  building.  I  believe 
it  would  be  wise  and  prudent  to  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  to 
erect  a  wing  that  will  supply  the  present  needs  of  the  Territory, 
and  shall  be  glad  to  have  the  opportunity  to  co-operate  with 
you  in  this  matter. 

The  action  of  the  last  Legislative  Assembly,  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  selection  of  the  directors  of  the  Deseret  Agricultural 
&  Manufacturing  Society,  has  virtually  made  the  Association 
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a  Territorial  institution.  During  the  years  1888  and  1889 
successful  fairs  were  held,  and  the  exhibits  made  were  in  the 
highest  degree  creditable.  Considering  the  limited  means  at 
the  disposal  of  the  directors,  these  fairs  have  been  remarkably 
successful. 

These  annual  fairs  do  much  to  bring  the  people  together 
and  encourage  a  friendly  rivalry  among  the  industrial  classes. 
The  experience  of  the  past  two  years  has  shown  that  the 
present  building  is  entirely  too  small  for  the  purpose.  The 
building  should  be  completed  according  to  the  original  plans 
adopted  by  the  board  of  directors,  and  should  be  supplemented 
by  other  buildings  which  are  much  needed  by  exhibitors. 

I  submit  for  your  consideration  the  idea  of  establishing  in 
the  Exposition  Building  a  Territorial  museum,  where  the 
many  objects  of  interest  which  annually  come  to  our  notice  in 
the  Territory  may  be  preserved,  and  wThere  may  be  gathered 
a  museum  that  will  grow  in  interest  with  each  succeeding 
year. 

The  Territorial  Library  as  at  present  conducted  practically 
nullifies  the  purpose  of  the  law  which  created  it.  It  should 
be  moved  back  to  a  central  part  of  the  city,  and  sufficient 
appropriation  be  made  for  its  maintenance  and  support,  in¬ 
cluding  the  publishing  of  annual  reports  for  purposes  of  ex¬ 
change  with  other  States  and  Territories. 

THE  CRIMINAL  CODE. 

I  append  to  this  message  a  letter  from  the  United  States 
District  Attorney  (marked  Exhibit  “C”)  recommending  certain 
amendments  to  the  criminal  code,  which  I  submit  for  your 
consideration,  with  a  recommendation  that  they  be  adopted. 

HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 

The  law  establishing  the  Reform  School  provides  that 
wdien  a  boy  or  girl  under  the  age  of  eighteen  shall  be  convicted 
of  any  crime,  except  murder,  they  may  be  sent  to  the  Reform 
School.  There  is  no  provision  made  in  the  law  for  boys  and 
girls  of  similar  age  who,  though  not  convicted  of  any  crime, 
are  incorrigible  and  refuse  to  be  governed  by  parental  restraint. 
Numerous  instances  have  transpired  showing  the  necessity  of 
providing  a  refuge  for  such  children  before  they  are  led  into 
the  commission  of  crime.  I  believe  it  to  be  just  as  important, 
indeed  of  greater  importance,  to  society,  to  reform  wayward 
youths  if  it  can  be  done  before  they  have  incurred  the  disgrace 
of  a  conviction  for  crime.  I  therefore  recommend  the  estab- 
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lishment  of  a  House  of  Correction  for  boys  and  girls  under  the 
age  of  eighteen,  whose  conduct  may  be  such  as  require  them 
to  be  placed  there. 

THE  BANKING  LAW. 

The  present  banking  law,  Section  22,  imposes  certain 
restrictions  with  respect  to  the  loaning  of  money  to  officers  of 
a  bank,  and  provides  that  the  office  of  any  officer  violating 
the  law  shall  immediately  become  vacant. 

The  amount  which  any  one  officer  may  borrow  is  limited 
to  $10  000.  In  the  case  of  the  incorporation  of  a  bank  with  a 
capital  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  three  officers  may  ex¬ 
haust  the  entire  capital.  I  recommend  that  the  amount  which 
may  be  loaned  to  the  officers  of  a  bank  be  limited  to  one-tenth 
of  the  capital  subscribed,  or  to  such  percentage  of  the  capital 
as  you  may  think  proper. 

Section  25  directs  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory  to  make  a 
thorough  examination  into  the  affairs  of  banking  associations. 
There  is  an  implied  responsibility  resting  on  the  examiner  to 
carry  out  the  spirit  of  the  law,  without  giving  him  the  nec¬ 
essary  power  to  do  so.  In  case  he  shall  find  a  bank  becoming 
insolvent,  he  has  no  power  to  compel  the  officers  or  stockholders 
to  take  such  steps  as  will  put  it  in  a  solvent  condition,  or  to 
close  the  bank  if  they  fail  to  respond. 

I  recommend  that  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  examiner 
be  accurately  defined,  and  if  he  is  to  be  the  public  agent  in 
such  matters  that  his  authority  to  examine  everything  con¬ 
nected  with  the  business  of  the  bank  be  made  clear  and  explic¬ 
it.  The  law  should  require  every  bank  to  keep  a  certain  per¬ 
centage  of  the  desposits  available.  Under  the  present  law 
there  is  no  obligation  to  hold  any  part  of  the  deposits  in 
reserve. 

PAYMENT  OF  INTEREST  BY  PUBLIC  INSTITUTIONS. 

During  the  past  two  years  nearly  seven  thousand  dollars 
have  been  paid  by  public  institutions  in  this  Territory  as  inter¬ 
est  on  money  borrowed,  or  warrants  discounted.  This  was 
necessary  to  be  done  in  some  cases  to  enable  the  institutions  to 
carry  on  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  created.  In  every 
case  the  appropriations  made  for  the  use  and  maintenance  of 
these  institutions  was  ample  for  the  purpose,  but  it  was  found 
when  the  warrants  were  presented  to  the  Territorial 
reasurer  he  had'  no  money  to  pay  them.  I  respectfully  sub- 
it  that  a  fiscal  policy  which  makes  it  necessary  for  public 
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institutions  to  discount  the  Territorial  warrants  is  defective^ 
and  recommend  an  immediate  change.  I  can  find  no  author¬ 
ity  in  the  statutes  for  the  payment  of  interest  by  these  institu¬ 
tions  from  the  public  funds. 

RATE  OF  INTEREST. 

(Jnder  the  present  law  the  legal  rate  of  interest  is  10  per 
cent.  The  City  of  Salt  Lake  and  the  Territory  of  Utah  have 
been  able  to  place  their  bonds  at  the  rate  of  5  per  cent.  Under 
the  circumstances  it  seems  to  me  that  the  rate  now  fixed  by  law 
should  be  reduced  to  6  per  cent,  and  I  so  recommend. 

ASSESSMENT  OF  PROPERTY. 

The  revenue  law  provides  that  property  other  than  money 
shall  be  assessed  at  a  fair  cash  valuation.  The  fact  is,  this 
requirement  of  the  law  has  been  practically  ignored.  I  am  of 
the  opinion  the  fault  is  in  the  administration  of  the  law  by  the 
local  officers. 

The  assessors  have  made  the  assessment  upon  an  arbitrary 
basis  fixed  by  themselves,  or  which  they  think  will  be  about 
the  standard  fixed  in  other  counties,  and  thus  the  taxes  are  not 
laid  upon  the  fair  cash  value  of  the  property  taxed,  nor  is  the 
assessment  thereupon  uniform  and  equal  The  law  should  be 
administered  according  to  its  terms,  and  the  power  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  amount  of  revenue  necessary  should  be  left  to  the 
Legislative  Assembly  where  it  belongs. 

Whether  justly  or  not,  I  am  not  prepared  to  say,  but  there 
exists  among  many  the  belief  that  the  present  law,  or  the  way 
in  which  it  is  enforced,  does  not  permit  of  a  close  and  correct 
assessment  of  taxable  property;  that  in  the  larger  counties  of 
the  Territory  it  is  practically  impossible  for  one  man  to  make 
a  correct  return  of  all  the  taxable  property.  The  assessor 
should  be  directed  to  appoint  a  deputy  in  each  precinct  per¬ 
sons  of  discretion,  intelligence  and  integrity,  acquainted  with 
the  residence  and  familiar  with  the  property  of  their  respective 
precincts.  To  the  undervaluation  of  property  and  to  the 
amounts  that  never  reach  the  tax  books  at  all  is  largely  due 
the  fact  of  the  tieasurer  not  being  able  to  pay  warrants  when 
they  are  presented  to  him.  An  assessment  of  all  classes  of 
properties  at  a  fair  valuation  is  the  most  practicable  way  of 
securing  equalization. 

There  is  also  a  belief  that  corporate  and  accumulated 
wealth  is  not  fairly  assessed  and,  therefore,  does  not  meet  its 
just  share  of  the  public  burdens. 
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I  suggest  such  amendments  to  the  law  as  will  secure  a 
perfectly  just  and  equitable  assessment,  and  that  in  cities  the 
assessment  be  made  by  blocks,  and  in  townships  by  sections. 

BOARD  OF  EQUALIZATION.  . 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  a  Board 
of  Equalization  was  created  for  the  years  1888  and  1889.  It 
was  charged  with  the  duty  of  equalizing  the  different  standards 
of  value,  which  had  been  adopted  by  the  assessors  in  the 
counties.  In  my  judgment  a  law  should  be  passed  providing 
for  a  Board  of  Equalization  to  consist  of  five,  seven  or  more 
persons  as  the*  Legislature  may  deem  proper,  who  shall  serve 
for  a  term  of  two  years,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be 
appointed  and  qualified.  I  believe  the  attention  of  the  people 
has  been  directed  to  the  necessity  of  action  in  this  matter. 
They  are  anxious  that  the  burdens  of  Government  shall  be 
fairly  distributed. 

STATISTICS. 

I  recommend  that  a  law  be  passed  creating  a  bureau  of 
statistics.  At  the  present  time  federal,  territorial,  county  and 
municipal  officers,  and  men  of  every  class  and  calling,  are 
constantly  called  upon  to  furnish  statistical  information  with 
respect  to  the  Territory  and  its  people,  which  ought  to  be 
supplied  by  a  bureau  specially  created  for  the  purpose.  Nearly 
all  the  statistics  furnished  now  are  gathered  at  private  ex¬ 
pense.  Our  Territorv  is  rapidly  growing  in  wealth  and  popu¬ 
lation,  and  we  ought  to  feel  a  just  pride  in  securing  and  pre¬ 
serving,  in  enduring  form,  the  information  which  will  enable 
the  world  to  judge  us  correctly,  and  which  will  prove  valuable 
in  the  future.  This  bureau  should  also  be  charged  with  the 
duty  of  gauging  our  streams,  say  semi-monthly,  in  order  to 
determine  the  proper  distribution  of  water  ;  with  the  measure¬ 
ment  of  snow  in  the  mountains  in  winter,  to  warn  the 
farmer  of  probable  scarcity  of  floods  in  the  spring-time,  and 
the  approximate  amount,  and  with  making  tests  of  evapora¬ 
tion,  rainfall,  and  temperature  in  all  important  localities.  All 
of  this  information  will  be  of  great  interest  to  the  agricultural 
class,  and  hence  the  people  of  the  Territory. 

GEOLOGICAL  SURVEY. 

I  suggest  for  your  consideration  the  importance  of  a 
geological  survey  of  the  Territory.  There  is  a  widespread 
opinion  that  a  survey  which  would  accurately  show  the  extent 
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and  character  of  our  varied  resources  would  prove  of  great 
benefit,  and  would  aid  materially  in  promoting  the  prosperity 
of  the  Territory. 

We  need  information  respecting  our  mineral  lands, 
industrial  resources;  our  soils  should  be  analyzed,  and  we 
should  experiment  with  our  structural  materials;  in  short,  we 
ought  to  get  better  acquainted  with  the  Territory  in  which  we 
live. 

FREE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

I  can  present  no  subject  for  your  consideration  of  greater 
importance  than  the  condition  of  the  public  schools  through¬ 
out  the  Territory.  It  is  the  bounden  duty  of  the  Territory  to 
give  to  every  child  the  opportunity  of  receiving  a  free  public 
education. 

This  is  denied  by  the  existing  school  lawrs.  I  earnestly 
recommend  that  you  enact  such  legislation  as  will  lay  the 
foundation  of  a  system  of  education  that  will  progress  until 
the  highest  standard  is  reached.  You  will  serve  your  Terri¬ 
tory  well  by  so  doing. 

HIGHWAYS. 

The  highway  law  authorizes  the  county  courts  to  main¬ 
tain  and  work  such  public  highways  as  are  necessary  for 
public  convenience.  As  a  rule  the  highways  throughout  the 
Territory  are  not  in  good  condition.  I  believe  that  smooth, 
easy  traveled  roads  are  of  substantial  benefit,  and  that  money 
expended  in  making  them  so  is  wisely  spent.  If  the  present 
laws  are  not  adequate,  or  if  the  funds  which  the  courts  are 
authorized  to  use  are  not  sufficient  for  the  purpose,  I  recom¬ 
mend  such  legislation  as  will  meet  the  case,  and  suggest  the 
appointment  of  precinct  roadmasters. 

IRRIGATION. 

The  subject  of  irrigation  and  the  water  supply  is  a  matter 
of  great  importance  to  the  welfare  of  the  Territory.  I  urge 
the  enactment  of  a  broad  and  comprehensive  law  with  relation 
to  the  use  of  water  in  irrigation,  and  the  storage  and  preserva¬ 
tion  of  the  water  supply.  This  question  is  a  vital  one,  and  is 
worthy  of  enlightened  consideration. 

PROBATE  JUDGES. 

The  Probate  Judges  of  the  Territory  are  required  to  per¬ 
form  duties  imposed  upon  them  by  law,  for  which  the  statutes 
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provides  no  compensation.  In  some  of  the  counties  the  per¬ 
formance  of  these  duties  is  a  matter  of  daily  occurrence.  I 
recommend  such  a  change  in  the  law  as  will  secure  them  ade¬ 
quate  compensation. 

WORLD’S  FAIR. 

I  recommend  that  provision  be  made  for  collecting  a  com¬ 
plete  exhibit  for  the  World’s  Fair  to  be  held  in  1892,  of  all 
the  natural  and  artificial  products  of  the  Territory,  such  as 
minerals,  flora,  fauna,  agricultural  and  horticultural  products 
and  manufactures  of  every  kind. 

FISH  AND  GAME  LAW. 

I  am  informed  by  reliable  authority  that  large  quantities 
of  native  trout,  destroyed  by  the  use  of  dynamite,  giant 
powder,  quick  lime,  etc.,  are  exported  to  eastern  markets. 
Such  agencies  destroy  fish  of  every  age  and  size  within  their 
reach,  and  will  ultimately  destroy  our  trout  supply.  I  recom¬ 
mend  that  county  courts  be  authorized  to  offer  suitable  re¬ 
wards  for  information  that  will  lead  to  the  arrest  and  con¬ 
viction  of  persons  guilty  of  violating  the  fish  and  game  laws. 
Colorado  and  other  States  prohibit  the  exportation  of  fish 
caught  in  their  public  waters.  I  recommend  such  a  law  for 
Utah.  I  also  recommend  a  law  confiscating  the  seines,  boats, 
etc.,  belonging  to  or  in  the  possession  of  persons  unlawfully 
taking  fish;  that  persons  and  companies  owning  ditches,  mill 
races,  canals,  etc.,  should  be  made  to  put  and  maintain  suit¬ 
able  and  serviceable  screens  to  prevent  the  fish  from  descend¬ 
er  ascending  such  watercourses.  They  should  be  also  made 
to  build  the  necessary  fish  ways  by  law  defined.  This  I  be¬ 
lieve  has  been  totally  neglected.  Almost  every  State  and 
Territorjr  in  the  Union  has  a  public  hatchway,  breeding, 
ponds  and  fish  commissioner.  I  recommend  that  you  enact 
laws  providing  for  them. 

Some  provision  should  also  be  made  to  protect  the  young 
fry  placed  in  our  waters  by  the  general  government,  and 
feathered  game  which  may  be  imported  into  the  Territory. 

PARDON  BOARD  ADVISORY. 

There  are  nearly  one  hundred  and  fifty  applications  for 
pardon  pending  before  the  Governor  at  the  present  time. 
These  applications  are  supported  by  statements  made  by  par¬ 
ties  interested  in  favorable  action,  there  being  no  other  infor 
mation  furnished  to  him.  The  Governor  must  in  his 
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action  be  governed  by  the  ex-parte  statements  made.  I 
believe  it  would  be  better  for  the  public  interests  if  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  should  be  authorized  by  law  to  appoint  a  board  of  three 
persons,  who  should  be  authorized  to  meet  once  a  month,  or 
as  often  as  the  legislature  may  determine,  to  examine  into  the 
merits  of  all  applications  for  pardon,  and  to  report  their  con¬ 
clusions  to  the  Governor  for  his  information. 

FEES  OF  JURORS  AND  WITNESSES. 

The  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  jurors  and  witnesses 
serving  in  Territorial  cases  was  exhausted  nearly  four 
months  ago  It  is  not  just  to  persons  called  to  serve  in  this 
public  capacity  to  be  deprived  of  the  limited  compensation 
allowed  them  by  law.  I  recommend  a  sufficient  appropria¬ 
tion  be  made  to  meet  such  demands  upon  the  Teritory. 

APPOINTMENT  OF  OFFICERS. 

The  right  of  the  Governor  to  appoint  officers,  other  than 
township,  district  and  county  officers,  has  been  in  dispute 
since  December  8,  1862,  when  the  Governor  in  his  message  to 
the  Legislative  Assembly,  used  the  following  language :  “I 
cannot  arrive  at  any  other  conclusion  in  the  examination  of 
that  act  (organic  act)  than  that  the  officers  not  included  in  the 
first  class  (township,  district  and  county  officers)  must  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con¬ 
sent  of  the  Legislative  Council,  and  cannot  be  elected  by  joint 
ballot  of  the  Legislative  Assembly. ”  The  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court  has  finally  settled  this  vexed  question. 

ARBOR  DAY  AND  FOREST  FIRES. 

In  most  of  the  States  and  Territories  a  day  has  been 
designated  by  law  as  “  Arbor  Day,”  at  which  time  trees  are 
planted  by  the  people  generally.  In  this  arid  region  the  value 
of  trees  cannot  be  over-estimated,  and  their  planting  should 
be  encouraged.  I  think  the  people  would  welcome  an  Arbor 
Day.  In  this  connection  your  attention  is  called  to  the  forest 
fires,  which  ravage  our  mountains  in  the  summer  season.  If 
some  provision  could  be  made  for  extinguishing  these 
fires,  as  soon  as  they  are  discovered,  if  possible,  it  would  save 
much  valuable  timber,  and  help  to  preserve  the  water  supply. 

.  .  MEMORIALS  TO  CONGRESS. 

I  recommend  that  you  memorialize  Congress  upon  the 
following  subjects  : 
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First — The  proposed  removal  of  the  Durango  Utes  to 
Southeastern  Utah  without  regard  to  the  rights  of  settlers ; 

Second — The  erection  of  a  federal  building  at  Salt  Lake 
City,  Utah  ;  and 

Third — The  establishment  of  a  branch  mint  in  Utah. 
The  question  of  building  a  mint  at  some  point  in  the  west  is 
now  being  agitated.  Utah  is  the  centre  of  a  great  mineral 
region,  the  greatest  in  the  country,  and  an  effort  to  secure  the 
mint  for  Utah  may  be  successful. 

HASTY  LEGISLATION. 

That  there  may  be  no  misunderstanding,  I  now  respect¬ 
fully  state  that  any  important  acts  which  may  be  sent  to  me 
within  three  days  before  the  close  of  the  session  will  not  be 
considered  unless  my  table  is  clear  of  other  matters.  I  expect 
to  examine  every  act  personally,  and  shall  require  time  to  do 
so. 

THE  SITUATION. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  Terri tory  has  been  wonder¬ 
fully  prosperous.  With  the  exception  of  two  or  three  periods 
of  temporary  depression,  the  tide  of  prosperity  which  com¬ 
menced  to  rise  in  1882  has  continued  to  swell,  and  we  are  now 
riding  on  the  crest  with  the  high  water  mark  still  beyond. 

The  influence  of  this  prosperity  has  not  yet  reached  into 
every  portion  of  the  Territory,  and  its  inspiring  influence  has 
not  been  felt  by  all  the  people.  If  Utah  shall  be  fortunate 
enough  to  secure  in  full  measure  the  benefits  which  should 
accompany  the  prosperity  and  which  flow  from  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  industrial  pursuits,  it  will  present  to  the  world  the 
picture  of  a  prosperous  and  busy  people,  and  consequently  a 
happy  and  contented  people.  In  this  connection  the  shadow 
of  unhappy  differences  which  have  existed  between  the  gov¬ 
ernment  and  the  people  of  Utah  looms  up  before  us.  The 
absence  of  the  degree  of  political  harmony  which  exists 
between  the  people  of  this  Territory  and  the  people  of  the 
United  States  has  led  Congress  to  enact,  from  time  to  time,  laws 
withdrawing  from  the  people  of  the  Territory  the  full  measure 
of  self-government  usually  accorded  to  the  people  of  a  Terri¬ 
tory.  These  laws  are  supreme  within  their  scope  and  demand 
the  support,  respect  and  obedience  of  every  citizen.  It  can¬ 
not  be  denied  that  exceptional  conditions  in  this  Territory 
demanded  these  laws,  and  we  may  expect  that  their  permanency 
will  depend  largely  (perhaps  wholly)  upon  the  permanency  of 
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the  conditions  which  called  them  into  existence.  Whatever 
doubts  may  have  existed  as  to  the  supremacy  or  obligation  of 
these  laws,  they  have  been  removed  by  decisions  of  the  higher 
court  of  the  country,  and  no  citizen  can  now  be  misled  as  to  his 
duty  or  obligations.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Territory  has 
been  greatly  retarded  in  development  by  its  unhappy  relation 
to  the  general  government  and  to  the  people  of  the  country. 

It  is  now  attracting  wide  attention  on  account  of  its  su¬ 
perior  climate  and  great  resources,  and  we  shall  render  it  a 
valuable  service  if  the  legislation  in  which  we  shall  concur 
shall  tend  to  put  and  maintain  the  Territory  and  its  people  in 
harmony  with  national  laws  and  aims,  and  in  accord  with  the 
spirit  and  progress  of  the  age.  If  we  can  succeed  in  doing 
this  we  shall  best  promote  the  interests  of  the  whole  people 
and  hold  out  additional  inducements  for  an  increase  of  our 
population  and  wealth  to  those  seeking  new  homes,  and 
the  benefit  of  a  superior  climate. 

There  are  many  other  subjects  which  will  have  to  be 
considered  by  you,  such  as  amendments  to  the  Probate  Act, 
the  law  for  the  impounding  of  animals,  etc.,  which  it  is  hardly 
necessary  to  mention  here.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  that  the  school  fund  is  gradually  over¬ 
drawing  the  amount  realized  from  school  tax  at  the  expense  of  the 
Territory.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  laws  be  so  amended  as 
to  restrict  the  disbursement  within  the  amount  realized  from  the  3  mill 
tax.  As  the  law  now  stands  and  as  has  been  the  custom  in  the  past  few 
years,  the  Commissioner  allots  the  whole  amount  of  taxes  without  allow¬ 
ing  anything  for  remittances  and  losses  from  varions  causes.  I  would 
therefore  respectfully  suggest  that  the  law  be  so  amended  as  to  prevent 
the  schools  from  using  other  than  the  school  tax.

To  The  Governor: 

In  view  of  the  sitting  of  the  Legislature  at  an  early  day,  I 
have  deemed  it  advisable  to  direct  your  attention  to  some  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  penal  code,  which  it  would  seem,  require  consid¬ 
eration,  and  perhaps  amendment. 

The  pressure  of  public  and  professional  duties,  has  pre¬ 
vented  me  from  giving  the  matter  the  attention  it  deserves, 
and  I  am  therefore  only  able  to  point  out  some  specific  pro¬ 
visions  defining  certain  offences  and  providing  penalties.  The 
references  herein  are  made  to  Vol.  2,  compiled  laws,  1888. 

Your  attention  is  directed  first,  to  the  crimes  of  robbery, 
grand  larceny,  burglary,  counterfeiting  and  forgery,  pages 
583,  622,  617,  621,  619  and  Sections  4469,  4644,  4622,  4637, 
4638,  4631.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  penalties  for  these  offen¬ 
ces  are  the  same  —  i.  e.  from  one  to  ten  years  imprisonment. 

In  my  judgment,  a  distinction  should  be  made  between 
these  offences.  Robbery  is  always  attended  with  menace  or 
violence  to  the  person,  and  burglary  may  include  this  element. 
The  perpetration  of  either  of  these  crimes, indicates  of  necessity 
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a  physical  courage  and  reckless  disregard  of  consequences  in 
the  offender,  which  make  him  a  very  dangerous  enemy  to  so¬ 
ciety.  He  executes  his  design  prepared  and  determined  to 
wound  or  slay  the  citizen  if  occasion  requires.  Therefore,  the 
penalties  imposed  for  the  commission  of  such  crimes,  should 
be  proportionate  to  their  magnitude,  and  as  severe  as  is  consist¬ 
ent  with  humanity.  Certainly  they  should  not  be  the  same  as 
those  for  larceny,  which  is  not  attended  in  its  execution  with 
violence  and  danger  to  human  life. 

Counterfeiting  and  forgery,  are  crimes  of  great  magnitude. 
Their  successful  accomplishment  require  abilities  of  an  unusual 
and  high  order,  together  with  a  skill  acquired  only  by  years  of 
special  training  and  study.  The  rewards  to  the  successful  crimi¬ 
nal,  are  prospectively  great,  and  the  risk  of  detection  corespond* 
ingly  small.  The  difficulties  in  the  way  of  detection  and  punish¬ 
ment  are  so  great  that  an  inviting  field  for  operation  is  present¬ 
ed  to  those  having  the  requisite  skill,  adress  and  nerve. 

Forgery  is  justly  viewd  as  crime  of  great  magnitude,  and 
the  laws  for  its  repression, are  very  severe  in  all  civilized  States. 
The  penalties  provided  in  this  Territory  are  insufficient,  and 
the  legislature  should  remove  it  from  the  class  of  larceny. 

Second,  murder,  page  579  Section  4455.  The  law  divides 
this  offence  into  degrees,  but  in  its  imposition  of  penalties,  is 
strangely  at  variance  with  well  digested  systems  of  legislation 
on  the  subject. 

Thus:  voluntary  manslaughter  is  punishable  by  imprison¬ 
ment  for  ta  term  not  exceding  five  years ;  murder  in  the 
second  degree  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
fifteen  years;  and  murder  in  the  first  degree,  by  death  or  im¬ 
prisonment  for  life. 

In  my  judgment,  the  difference  between  the  degrees  in 
murder,  does  not  warrant  such  a  difference  in  the  penalties. 
In  the  progressive  crimes  of  felonious  homicide,  the  minimum 
penalty  for  one,  should  begin  with  the  maximum  for  the  less 
offence.  That  is  to  say,  the  minimum  penalty  for  murder 
in  the  secofrd  degree  should  begin  with  the  maximum  penalty 
voluntary  manslaughter,  and  should  extend  to  imprisonment 
for  life,  or  at  least,  for  a  long  term  of  years.  The  alarming 
increase  of  this  class  of  crimes  in  our  territory  of  late,  seems 
to  requir  special  attention  to  this  subject.  I  think  the  penalty 
for  voluntary  manslaughter  and  murder  in  the  second  degree, 
is  inadequate;  the  penalty  for  the  first  should  extend  to  ten 
years,  and  for  the  second,  from  ten  to  life. 
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The  provisions  of  the  statutes  authorizing  the  court,  upon 
recommendation  of  the  jury,  to  impose  imprisonment  for  life, 
in  lieu  of  the  death  penalty,  in  convictions  of  murder  in  the 
first  degree,  is  not  inconsistent  with  these  suggestions;  this 
provision  is  only  designed  to  operate  in  special  cases,  and  only 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

I  also  direct  attention  specially  to  the  last  paragraph  of 
subdivision  3  —  Section  4461,  —  p.  580. 

This  makes  homicide  justifiable  when  committed  in  a 
sudden  heat  of  passion, —  caused  by  an  attempt  to  rape  the  wife, 
daughter,  sister,  mother  or  other  female  relation  or  dependent , 
or  to  defile  the  same,  or  when  the  defilement  has  actually  been 
comitted. 

The  inconsistency  and  absurdity  of  these  provisions  are 
apparent.  The  law  is  general  and  universal,  that  a  man  is 
justified  in  taking  human  life  to  prevent  the  commission  of 
any  felony,  including,  of  course,  rape.  Any  person,  relative 
or  stranger,  would  not  only  be  justified  in  killing  one  who  was 
attempting  a  rape,  but  morally  delinquent,  should  he  fail  to 
do  so,  if  the  necessity  of  the  case  required  it.  Why  then  add 
an  element  to  the  law  of  justifiable  homicide,  which  should 
not  exist ;  under  this  statute  to  justify  the  taking  of  life,  the 
slayer  must  show  that  he  acted  under  a  sudden  heat  of  passion, 
in  other  words  to  justify  the  plain  performance  of  a  duty,  he 
must  first  work  himself  into  a  rage.  It  is  probably  true  that 
in  the  application  of  this  law,  courts  and  juries  would  disre¬ 
gard  this  absurd  limitation,  but  its  plain  incongruity  with 
criminal  jurisprudence  and  our  penal  code,  demands  its  elim¬ 
ination  from  the  statute. 

As  to  the  last  clause  of  this  paragraph,  I  think  the 
attention  of  the  Legislature  should  be  directed  to  the  absolute 
license  to  commit  murder  herein  given.  The  law  hereby  says 
to  any  person,  you  may  lawfully  kill  any  man  who  has  de¬ 
filed,  (not  raped)  any  of  your  female  relatives  or  dependents . 
This  would  seem  to  include  any  member  of  a  family. 

While  adultery  and  fornication,  including  seduction, 
are  not  punished  by  any  government,  so  far  as  I  am  advised, 
with  death — here,  the  private  citizen  may,  in  a  sudden  heat 
of  passion  as  judge  and  jury  try  the  supposed  offender,  and 
constitute  himself  the  executioner,  to  enforce  his  own  decree. 
This  statute  is  monstrous — absolutely  wicked  in  its  evident 
disregard  of  the  rights  of  society  and  the  sacredness  of  human 
life.  Everywhere  it  is  generally  conceded,  that  the  defile- 
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ment  of  the  nearest  of  blood  relatives,  is  sufficient  provocation 
or  cause  to  induce  the  sudden  heat  of  passion ,  which  the  law  in 
its  tenderness  for  the  weakness  of  human  nature,  deems 
sufficient  to  reduce  the  offence  to  manslaughter.  But  the  law 
does  not  justify  in  such  cases,  it  excuses  and  extenuates  in 
part. 

By  this  statute,  however,  you  will  observe,  a  man  may  (if 
he  gets  mad)  constitute  himself  the  avenger  of  the  honor  of 
any  female  relation,  or  dependent,  no  matter  how  far  removed. 
It  should  be  stricken  from  the  statute  book,  as  a  disgrace  to 
the  civilization  of  the  age. 

Third  :  False  pretences— page  628,  Section  4677.  This 
offence  is  now  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail,  not  exceeding  one  year,  and  by  fine. 

To  succeed  in  obtaining  property  by  false  pretences,  re¬ 
quires  a  skill,  address  and  power  of  design,  not  possessed  by 
the  ordinary  thief.  In  my  opinion,  the  penalty  should  be 
increased,  and  proportioned  as  in  cases  of  larceny.  Certainly 
there  seems  to  be  no  good  reason  why  the  man  who  steals  $50 
in  money  or  property — should  be  sent  to  prison  for  ten  years 
— while  he  who  obtains  perhaps  a  thousand  dollars  by  means 
of  fraudulent  and  false  pretenses  and  representations,  is 
punished  only  as  a  misdemeanent. 

I  suggest  that  this  offence  be  divided  into  felonies  and 
misdemeanors,  depending  on  the  amount  or  value  obtained. 
In  all  cases  when  the  property  obtained  is  of  the  value  of  fifty 
dollars  or  more,  make  the  crime  a  felony,  and  punish  it  as 
grand  larceny  is  now  punished.  In  all  other  cases,  impose 
the  penalties  now  provided  for  petit  larceny. 

Trusting  you  will  be  able  to  give  the  foregoing  suggestions

Gentlemen.— I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  As¬ 
sembly  to  the  item  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($750) 
paid  to  P.  L.  Williams  on  account  of  salary  as  Superintend¬ 
ent  of'  Schools  for  the  year  1887.  It  will  be  seen  on  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  “appropriation”  bill  of  last  session,  that  an 
appropriation  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  was  made  for  salary 
of  Superintendent  and  Commissioner  of  Schools  for  the 
years  1886  and  1887,  without  designating  how  much  should 
go  to  the  Superintendent  and  how  much  to  the  Commissioner. 
The  Auditor,  however,  paid  the  amount  to  the  party  prima 
facie  entitled  thereto,  viz.,  L.  John  Nuttall.  Mr.  Nutt  all 
was  in  said  office  and  had  performed  the  duties  thereof  for 
the  years  1886-7,  and  therefore  in  the  opinion  of  the  Auditor 
was  entitled  to  receive  the  appropriation  as  was  evidently 
intended  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  who  made  it.  After 
the  amount  had  been  paid  to  Mr.  Nuttall,  Mr.  P.  L.  Wil¬ 
liams  demanded  the  salary  for  the  year  1887  ($750)  which 
the  Auditor  refused  to  honor.  Mr.  Williams  thereupon 
brought  an  action  in  the  district  court  to  compel  the  issu- 
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ance  to  him  of  a  warrant  for  $750,  salary  claimed  to  be  due 
him  for  said  year  1887.  The  court  sustained  the  action  of 
Mr.  Williams  and  ordered  a  warrant  to  issue.  Tiiis  leaves 
the  appropriation  to  said  office  overdrawn  in  said  sum  of 
$750.  I  therefore  ask  that  an  appropriation  be  made  to 
balance  the  account,  or  to  know  the  pleasure  of  the  Assem¬ 
bly  in  relation  thereto.

The  bill  was  read  as  follows: 

A  BILL. 

Ceding,  upon  condition,  public  lands  to  the  State  of  Cali¬ 
fornia  and  other  existing  States,  and  to  the  eventual 
States  to  be  formed  out  of  the  existing  Territories,  in  aid 
of  the  irrigation  of  dry  and  arid  lands. 
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Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa¬ 
tives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assem¬ 
bled,  that  all  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States  lying 
and  being  within  the  existing  States  of  California,  Oregon, 
Colorado,  Nevada,  Washington,  Montana,  North  Dakota, 
and  South  Dakota,  respectively,  and  that  shall  be  comprised 
within  the  eventual  States  that  may  be  formed  out  of  the 
existing  Territories  of  Arizona,  New  Mexico,  Utah,  Idaho, 
Wyoming  and  Alaska,  and  which  shall  not  have  been 
otherwise  disposed  of,  or  reserved,  before  the  acceptance 
and  the  rati  tics  t ion  of  the  acceptance  of  this  act  as  herein¬ 
after  provided,  shall  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  ceded  to 
the  said  existing  and  the  said  eventual  States,  respectively, 
in  which  the  said  lands  lie  or  may  lie,  but  upon  the  con¬ 
ditions  precedent,  and  subject  to  the  restrictions  and  limita¬ 
tions  and  lor  the  purposes,  namely: 

First.  That  until  the  said  existing  States,  respectively, 
shall  have  accepted  this  act,  and  such  acceptance  shall  have 
been  rati  lied  by  Congress,  the  operation  of  this  act  shall  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  suspended  as  to  any  such  State; 
and  unless  such  acceptance  si  .all  have  been  declared  by  the 
legislature  of  the  State  at  the  first  session  thereof  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  and  such  acceptance  shall  have  been 
ratified  by  Congress,  then  this  act,  as  to  any  such  State, 
shall  be  absolutely  null  and  void. 

Second.  That  the  operation  of  this  act  as  to  the  said 
eventual  States,  respectively,  shall  be  deemed  and  held  to 
be  suspended  until  such  State  shall  have  come  into  exist¬ 
ence  as  a  member  of  the  Federal  Union,  and  shall  have 
thereafter  accepted  this  act,  and  such  acceptance  shall  have 
been  ratified  by  Congress;  and  unless  such  acceptance  shall 
have  been  declared  by  the  legislature  of  the  State  at  the 
first  session  thereof  after  the  admission  of  the  State  into  the 
Federal  Union,  then  this  act,  as  to  any  such  State,  shall  be 
absolutely  null  and  void . 

Third.  But  when  any  one  of  the  said  existing  or  event¬ 
ual  States  shall  have  complied  with  the  conditions  imposed 
as  to  it  as  aforesaid,  and  when  such  compliance  shall  have 
been  ratified  by  Congress  as  aforesaid,  then  this  act  shall 
take  effect  as  to  such  State, and  such  State  shall  hereby  be  en¬ 
titled  to  sell  or  to  donate,  and  to  convey,  under  such  regula¬ 
tions  as  it  may  prescribe  in  that  behalf,  the  said  lands  within 
its  limits  to  bona-fide  settlers  thereon:  Provided,  That  not 
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more  than  eighty  aeres  of  the  same,  susceptible  of  remuner¬ 
ative  irrigation,  shall  be  sold  or  donated  to  any  one  settler. 

Fourth.  If  any  of  the  existing  or  eventual  States  shall 
elect  to  sell  the  lands  so  ceded  and  within  its  limits,  then 
every  such  State  so  electing  shall  faithfully  appropriate  the 
proceeds  of  any  such  sale  equitably  for  the  purpose  of  con¬ 
structing  and  maintaining  suitable  reservoirs,  canals,  flumes, 
ditches,  and  other  needful  works  for  the  reception  and 
equitable  distribution  of  all  waste  and  spare  waters  which 
may  be  lawfully  taken  and  which  may  be  in  the  State  for 
the  purpose  of  irrigating  such  of  the  said  lands  therein  as  by 
a  reasonable  measure  of  irrigation  may  be  made  remunera¬ 
tively  productive,  and  for  other  relevant  and  needful  pur¬ 
poses;  or  such  State  may  convert  the  proceeds  of  any  such 
sale  of  said  lands  into  a  safe  loan  drawing  the  highest  ob¬ 
tainable  and  lawful  rate  of  interest,  payable  annually  or 
semi-annually,  and,  in  that  case,  shall  faithfully  appro¬ 
priate  the  interest  upon  such  loan  for  the  purposes  afore¬ 
said  until  the  State  shall  have  made  other  adequate  pro¬ 
vision  in  that  behalf,  with  the  approval  of  Congress;  or  if 
the  State  shall  elect  to  donate  the  said  lands  to  bona  fide 
settlers,  then  the  State  shall  lay  a  reasonable  and  equitable 
annual  tax  thereon,  and  shall  annually  collect  and  annually 
and  equitably  appropriate  the  same  for  the  purposes  afore¬ 
said,  until  the  State  shall  have  made  other  adequate  pro¬ 
vision  in  that  behalf,  with  the  approval  of  Congress. 

Fifth.  The  acceptance  and  the  ratification  of  the  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  this  act,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be 
deemed  and  held  in  all  courts  and  other  places  as  an  ad¬ 
mission,  by  the  State  accepting  the  same,  of  the  power  here¬ 
by  conferred  on  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  nomi¬ 
nate  and,  by  and  with  the  advice  ami  consent  of  the  Senate, 
to  appoint  three  tit  persons  as  commissioners,  who  are  here¬ 
by  empowered  and  required,  under  the  direction  of  the 
President,  to  see  that  this  act  is  faithfully  carried  into  exe¬ 
cution;  not  more  than  two  of  which  commissioners  shall  be 
of  the  same  political  party.

Your  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  to  whom  was  re¬ 
ferred  the  accompanying  letter  of  the  Territorial  Auditor, 
and  letter  from  the  County  Clerk  of  Emery  County,  in  re¬ 
lation  to  the  alleged  illegal  action  of  the  Territorial  Board 
of  Equalization  of  Taxes,  in  ordering  an  increase  in  the 
assessed  values  of  railroad  property  in  that  county,  report 
as  follows: 

In  1888,  the  Territorial  Board  of  Equalization  found  a 
portion  of  the  railroad  properties  of  the  various  counties, 
including  Emery,  assessed  very  much  below  other  property , 
and  so  informed  the  county  courts  and  advised  them  to 
raise  the  assessments  on  certain  railroads.  In  most  of  the 
counties  their  advice  was  taken  and  the  assessments  in¬ 
creased.  Emery  County,  however,  refused,  and  in  1889, 
made  nearly  the  same  assessment  on  railroads  as  they  had 
made  in  1888.  The  Territorial  Board  then  ordered  an  in¬ 
crease  of  60  per  cent  on  the  assessed  value  of  right  of  way 
and  road  beds  and  33  per  cent  on  rolling  stock  of  all  rail¬ 
roads  in  Emery  County  so  as  to  equalize  the  assessment  of 
that  county  on  such  property  with  the  assessments  of  other 
counties  in  the  Territory. 

The  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  action  of  the 
Territorial  Board  was  legal  and  just  and  lind  no  reason  why 
the  $1903.00  should  not  be  paid  into  the  Territorial  Treasury, 
and  therefore  recommend  that  the  Auditor  be  instructed  to 
proceed  at  once  to  collect  the  same.

Eon.  F.  S.  Bichar ds,  President  of  the  Council,  Salt  Lake 
City,  Utah: 

Sir — I  return  the  Act  amending  Section  164  of  the  Com¬ 
piled  Laws  of  1888  (C.  F.  No.  19,)  disapproved. 

I  consider  the  general  scope  and  purpose  of  the  act  un¬ 
objectionable  if  limited  to  county  precincts  not  within  or 
partly  within  incorporated  cities. 

It  has  been  understood  that  justices  of  the  peace  may 
be  elected,  and  it  has  been  the  practice  to  elect  them  in  pre¬ 
cincts  established  by  the  county  court,  though  such  pre¬ 
cincts  are  within  incorporated  cities,  and  I  think  that,  as  a 
rule,  the  municipal  wards  formed  by  cities  have  been  co-ex- 
tensive  with  the  precincts.  . 

I  understand  that  by  a  decision  of  the  First  District 
Court  of  this  Territory  it  is  held  that  the  county  court  may 
divide  cities  into  precincts,  and  change  their  number  and 
boundaries.  This  decision  has  been  appealed  from ,  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  Territory. 

If  there  is  any  requirement  for  precincts  or  precinct 
officers  within  an  incorporated  city,  it  is  certainly  less  in 
degree  and  importance  than  the  requirement  for  city  officers 
who  perform  within  the  city,  substanially  all  the  duties  of 
precinct  officers  without  the  city.  The  precinct  officer^ 
seem  to  be  one  justice,  one  constable,  and  two  fence 
viewers.  The  -duties  of  these  officers  are  all  embraced 
within  the  duties  of  the  city  officers,  and  the  importance  of 
the  city  government  is  so  much  greater  that,  in  the  subdivi¬ 
sion  of  its  territory  into  wards,  precincts,  or  by  whatever 
name  they  may  be  called,  the  power  should  rest  in  the  city 
council. 

A  power  in  the  county  court  to  form  and  change  pre¬ 
cincts,  and  establish  precinct  offices  in  the  cities  only  tends 
to  confusion  without  any  beneficial  results.  If,  in  incorpor¬ 
ated  cities,  precincts  and  precinct  officers,  in  addition  to  the 
ward  and  city  officers  are  necessary,  the  subdivisions  formed 
by  the  city  should  control. 

The  law  authorizes  the  county  court  to  divide  the 
county  into  precincts,  and  to  establish  election  precincts, 
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etc.  Under  this  law  the  county  court  has  created,  abol¬ 
ished,  and  changed  precincts,  and  established  election  pre¬ 
cincts  within  the  lie  its  of  incorporated  cities,  though  the 
charters  granted  to  the  cities  would  seem  to  be  exclu¬ 
sive  in  their  character,  and  authorize  the  city  officers  to 
perform  all  the  duties  which  are  necessary  to  the  peace  and 
welfare  of  its  inhabitants. 

If  the  provisions  of  the  act  are  limited  to  territory 
outside  the  limits  of  an  incorporated  city,  it  should  also 
be  provided  that  the  election  precincts,  or  wards,  formed 
within  the  city,  may  also  become  election  precincts  for 
county  and  Territorial  election  purposes.

REPORT  OP  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  FORT  CAMERON. 

Council  Chamber, 

Feb.  18th,  1890. 

Mr.  President: 

The  joint  committee  appointed  and  instructed  to  visit 
Fort  Cameron,  in  Beaver  County,  Utah,  and  investigate  $ie 
buildings  and  surroundings  and  report  upon  the  advisability 
of  the  Territory’s  purchasing  said  Fort,  for  the  purpose  of  es¬ 
tablishing  a  branch  of  the  Territorial  Insane  Asylum,  beg  to 
report  that  on  the  12th  inst.  said  committee  proceeded  by  rail 
to  Milford  and  from  thence  to  Beaver  and  Fort  Cameron  by 
stage,  arriving  at  the  last  named  place  on  the  evening  of  the 
13th.  The  committee  at  once  began  an  investigation  of  the 
buildings,  grounds  and  general  surroundings  of  Fort  Cameron 
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and  gathered  considerable  information  as  to  costs  of  materials 
for  building  purposes  and  provisions  and  general  supplies  for 
future  maintenance,  and  returned  to  Salt  Lake  City,  arriving 
here  on  the  16th. 

Fort  Cameron  was  at  one  time  a  United  States  military 
post.  It  was  erected  in  the  year  1872  at  a  cost  of  about  $230,- 
000,  exclusive  of  labor  performed  by  the  troops  stationed  at 
the  place,  and  was  abandoned  and  ceased  to  be  used  for  mili¬ 
tary  purposes  in  the  year  1882. 

There  are  nineteen  separate  buildings,  the  walls  of  which 
are  constructed  of  blocks  of  lava  laid  in  good  lime  mortar  and 
covered  with  ordinary  shingle  roofs.  They  are  designated 
and  known  as  follows: 

“The  Hospital,”  a  two-story  building  with  ceilings  four¬ 
teen  feet  high,  on  each  story.  The  building  is  28x80  feet,  and 
is  surrounded  with  a  two-story  veranda  ten  feet  wide. 

“Officers’  Headquarters”  cover  30x40  feet  with  a  twelve- 
foot  ceiling,  a  one-story  building  with  porch  in  front. 

“The  Commissary,”  a  one-story  building  covering  30x100 
feet,  ceiling  twelve  feet  high,  with  a  basement  of  the  same 
size,  with  a  seven -foot  ceiling. 

“The  Guard  House,”  a  one-story  building  22x60  feet,  with 
ceiling  twelve  feet  high. 

“The  Sutler’s  Store,”  with  ceiling  twelve  feet  high,  and 
L-shaped  one-story  building,  one  wing  of  which  measures  20x 
45  feet,  the  other  20x35  feet.  There  is  a  basement  under  this 
building  20x45  feet. 

“Company  Quarters.”  There  are  four  of  these  buildings, 
one  story  high,  12  foot  ceilings.  These  are  L-shaped,  one  wing 
measuring  100  x  30  and  the  other  30  x40  feet. 

“Officers’  Quarters.”  There  are  five  of  these  buildings. 
Each  one  is  a  double  building,  a  story  and  a  half  high,  the 
lower  ceilings  being  twelve  feet;  in  each  of  these  five  build¬ 
ings  there  are  four  rooms  18x15  feet,  four  rooms  16x15  feet, 
two  rooms  10x15  feet,  two  rooms  15x15  feet,  and  two  hall  ways 
six  feet  wide,  in  each  of  which  is  a  staircase  leading  to  the 
upper  story  of  its  respective  half  of  the  building. 

“Commanding  Officers’  Quarters,”  a  story  and  a  half 
building,  lower  ceilings  twelve  feet  high.  In  this  building 
there  are  eight  rooms  15x17  feet,  two  rooms  13x14  feet,  two 
hall  ways  seven  feet  wide  with  staircases  in  each. 

“The  Bakery,”  18x30  feet  exclusive  of  the  oven  proper. 

“Laundry  Buildings.”  There  are  four  of  these,  each 
measuring  28x50  feet,  ceilings  twelve  feet  high. 
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In  addition  to  the  foregoing  buildings  there  is  a  frame 
stable  28x100  feet,  stalled  for  64  head  of  animals,  and  to  which 
is  attached  a  shed  the  entire  length  of  the  stable,  15  feet  wide. 
There  are  six  frame  buildings  which  were  used  as  workshops, 
each  25x20  feet,  and  other  outbuildings. 

The  company  and  officers’  quarters,  hospital,  commissary 
and  guard  house  are  located  in  the  form  of  a  hollow  square 
facing  inwards.  The  interior  of  this  square  is  forty  rods  on 
each  side,  containing  ten  acres  sown  with  tame  grasses  form¬ 
ing  a  beautiful  lawn,  surrounded  with  a  fence  and  two  lines  of 
trees. 

Immediately  in  the  rear  of  the  officers’  quarters  is  a  park 
of  about  ten  acres,  in  which  there  are  two  minature  lakes  of 
water  which  can  be  utalized  as  ice  ponds  in  the  winter  time. 
In  the  vicinity  of  the  park  there  are  sixty  acres  of  first  class 
land  which  has  been  under  cultivation  and  yielded  heavy 
crops  of  vegetables  and  grains.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing 
there  are  twenty  acres  of  first-class  land  yet  unbroken,  making 
in  all  a  tract  of  160  acres.  To  this  land  there  is  a  full  and 
complete  water  right,  and  the  supply  is  ample  for  all  purposes. 
The  Fort  being  located  on  the  Beaver  River  above  all  other 
claimants  or  users  of  water  from  this  stream,  it  has  the  advan¬ 
tage  of  always  having  a  good  supply  of  pure  mountain  water. 
For  culinary,  sanitary,  power  and  fire  purposes,  any  pressure 
desired  can  be  obtained,  by  carrying  the  water  in  pipes  a  dis¬ 
tance  not  to  exceed  4000  feet. 

Fort  Cameron  is  distant  from  Milford  about  33  miles,  and 
from  Beaver  City  about  one  and  a  half  miles.  Milford  is  the 
nearest  railroad  point,  but  surveys  are  made  and  a  railway 
route  is  located  within  half  a  mile  of  the  fort.  Stages  make 
regular  daily  connections  letween  Milford  and  Beaver. 

The  temperature  at  Beaver  seldom  registers  as  low  as  ten 
degrees  below  and  as  high  as  ninety-five  degrees  above  zero, 
and  the  climate  is  such  that  all  classes  of  grains,  vegetables 
and  the  hardier  varieties  of  fruit  can  be  grown. 

Fort  Cameron,  its  buildings,  improvements,  and  160  acres 
of  ground  can  be  purchased  for  the  sum  of  $25,000  as  per  offer 
of  the  owner  of  the  same,  hereto  attached,  and  in  which  is 
shown  the  present  condition  of  the  title,  marked  exhibit  “A.” 

The  committee  has  made  some  estimates  of  the  cost  of 
making  necessary  changes  in  these  buildings  to  fit  them 
for  the  purposes  of  an  insane  asylum,  and  estimate  that  with 
an  economical  and  judicious  expenditure  of  the  sum  of  $35,- 
000,  in  addition  to  $25,000  for  the  purchase  of  the  buildings 
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and  grounds,  accommodations  for  200  patients  and  their  offi¬ 
cers  and  attendants,  can  readily  be  obtained. 

From  the  foregoing  data  the  committee  respectfully  re¬ 
commend  that  the  sum  of  $25,000  be  appropriated  to  purchase 
Fort  Cameron  and  grounds,  as  per  tender  made;  that  $35,000 
be  appropriated  to  put  the  buildings  in  a  condition  to  receive 
patients,  and  to  furnish  water  works,  electric  light  plant,  sew¬ 
erage  and  similar  improvements;  that  the  law  be  amended  so 
as  to  make  Fort  Cameron  a  branch  of  the  Territorial  Insane 
Asylum,  at  which  place  shall  be  kept  all  cases  deemed  incur¬ 
able  and  that  proper  provision  be  made  for  their  maintenance. 

The  expenses  incurred  by  the  committee  amounts  to 
$34.40.  This  does  not  include  transportation,  for  which  there 
is  no  charge.

COMMUNICATIONS. 

From  the  Clerk  of  Third  District  Court: 

To  the  Honorable  the  Members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly 
of  the  Territory  of  TJtah: 

I  most  respectfully  call  the  attention  and  represent  to 
your  honorable  body,  that  at  the  last  session  the  salary 
fixed  for  all  per  diem  and  services  of  the  clerk  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Court  for  the  Third  Judicial  District,  in  all  Territorial 
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criminal  business  of  Utah  Territory,  pending  and  to  be 
brought  in  said  court,  was  the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars 
per  annum,  which  is  all  said  clerk  has  received  during  the 
two  years  last  past  for  that  class  of  services;  and  represent 
that  that  amount  is  inadequate  remuneration  for  such  ser¬ 
vices  for  the  future,  for  the  following  reasons: 

That  prosecutions  for  offenses  under  Criminal  Code  of 
said  Territory  have  greatly  increased  and  will  probably 
continue  to  increase  in  number  in  the  future  in  said  dis¬ 
trict,  owing  to  a  rapid  increase  in  population  which  prom¬ 
ises  to  continue.  That  acts  passed  at  .the  last  session  im¬ 
poses  additional  burdens  upon  the  clerk,  such  as  collecting 
and  returning  jury  fees  and  in  certifying  attendance  and 
mileage  of  jurors  and  witnesses  and  in  other  matters  of  prac¬ 
tice.  And  submit  the  following  in  support  of  the  state¬ 
ments  above  made. 

During  the  year  1887  only  47  indictments  were  found 
by  the  grand  jury  of  said  court  in  Territorial  cases.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  year  1888,  58  indictments  were  found,  and  during 
the  year  1889,  94  indictments  were  found.  During  the  Sep¬ 
tember  term  1889  the  grand  jury  found  68  indictments,  the 
fees  in  which  would  amount,  under  the  Territorial  fee  bill, 
to  the  entire  salary  for  the  year.  The  number  of  defendants 
in  the  latter  indictments  have  increased  and  the  labor  to  be 
performed  correspondingly  augmented.

From  the  Warden  of  the  Utah  Penitentiary: 

Warden’s  Office, 

Salt  Lake  City,  Feb.  20,  1890. 

To  the  Council  and  House  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Ter¬ 
ritory  of  Utah  in  Legislature  Convened: 

Gentlemen. — I  beg  leave  to  make  my  report  to  your  hon¬ 
orably  body,  as  Warden  of  Utah  Penitentiary.  There  has  been 
no  change  in  the  department  since  my  last  report  of  J anuary 
26th,  1888. 

I  beg  leave  to  refresh  the  minds  of  your  honorable  body 
by  rehearsing  a  short  account  of  some  items  pertaining  to  this 
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department,  which  I  trust  will  not  be  thought  out  of  place  or 
untimely  at  the  present. 

Having  been  an  officer  of  the  Utah  Penitentiary  for 
over  twenty-five  years,  therefore  I  am  somewhat  acquainted 
with  said  institution.  Some  twelve  or  more  years  ago  the 
United  States  Marshal  Nelson  took  possession  of  the  Utah  Peni¬ 
tentiary,  and  the  control  thereof;  at  that  time  Hon.  A.  P. 
Rockwood  was  warden — I  was  one  of  the  directors. 

We  had  quite  a  number  of  Territorial  convicts  left  with¬ 
out  any  safe  place  of  keeping  them.  We  at  once  conceived  the 
idea  of  getting  up  some  iron  cages,  we  accordingly  had  made 
to  order  five  cages,  each  cage  sufficiently  large  to  comfortably 
lodge  four  persons  in  each,  then  procured  tents  in  which  we 
placed  the  cages;  this  plan  we  found  answered  our  purpose 
and  answered  well  for  warm  weather;  these  we  moved  from 
place  to  place  wherever  we  could  get  work  for  convict  labor. 

In  the  winter  we  procured  a  large  adobie  building  on 
what  is  now  known  as-  the  race-track  near  the  Jordan  river, 
situated  in  the  Sixteenth  Ward  of  Salt  Lake  City.  In  this 
place,  by  the  use  of  stoves,  we  kept  our  prisoners  comfortable 
through  the  cold  weather. 

The  number  of  our  prisoners  grew  less  as  their  terms  of 
imprisonment  expired,  at  last  a  demand  was  made  for  the 
remaining  prisoners  by  United  States  Marshal  Nelson;  we  gave 
them  up  under  protest.  He  also  demanded  all  of  the  Territorial 
property  in  our  possession  to  be  given  up  to  him  which  we 
objected  to.  A  suit  was  planted  in  relation  thereto  by  the 
Hon.  A.  P.  Rockwood  then  warden.  The  United  States 
Marshal  then  negotiated  for  a  loan  of  some  of  the  property,  we 
lent  him,  to  wit:  the  five  iron  cells  or  cages,  one  box  cell,  two 
iron  wheelbarrows  and  a  few  other  things;  he  gave  his  receipt 
for  the  same  to  be  returned  in  good  order  in  ten  days  notice 
on  the  order  of  the  warden  of  Utah  Penitentiary,  which  receipt 
I  now  hold. 

I  have  loaned  two  of  the  cages  to  Salt  Lake  County,  and 
last  summer,  1889,  the  Salt  Lake  City  Marshal  requested  the 
loan  of  two  more  of  the  iron  cages  for  which  I  gave  an  order 
on  the  United  States  Marshal  F.  H.  Dyer  who  promptly  com¬ 
plied  with  my  order.  I  now  hold  receipts  for  the  four  cages 
loaned,  all  to  be  promptly  delivered  up  on  my  order.  Thus 
the  matter  now  stands.  United  States  Marshal  Nelson,  when 
he  made  the  demand  for  the  remaining  Territorial  prisoners, 
did  not  present  any  authority  from  the  United  States  govern¬ 
ment  or  from  any  department  thereof  for  said  prisoners,  no 
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contract  was  ever  entered  into,  to  my  knowledge,  with  the 
United  States  government  or  with  the  interior,  or  of  any  de¬ 
partment  whatever,  to  take  or  keep  our  Territorial  prisoners. 

An  act  of  Congress  says:  Territorial  prisoners  may  be  kept 
in  United  States  penitentiaries  at  Territorial  cost  on  special 
arrangements;  but  to  my  knowledge  no  such  arrangements 
have  been  made.  This  state  of  things  have  been  permitted  to 
pass  along  from  year  to  year,  and  by  fancy  prices  being 
charged  for  keeping  our  Territorial  prisoners,  a  heavy  bill  has 
been  run  up  against  the  Territory;  the  last  figures  that  I  saw 
maddf  the  amount  was  over  three  hundred  thousand  dollars; 
this  amount  our  former  Governors  have  asked  our  Legislature 
to  make  some  arrangements  for  its  payment. 

That  sum  must  have  accumulated  up  to  the  present  time 
to  near  if  not  quite  half  a  million  dollars,  and  if  a  legislature 
can  be  procured  which  are  of  the  same  mind  as  the  Governors 
who  requested  the  payment  of  the  above  bill,  a  way  will  be 
readily  found  to  liquidate  that  enormous  debt  by  levying  a 
special  tax  for  that  purpose  which  will  make  the  taxpayer 
feel  as  though  there  had  been  some  neglect  which  must  rest 
somewhere. 

Some  twelve  or  more  years  ago,  foreseeing  that  a  thing  of 
this  kind  might  occur,  the  directors  and  warden  suggested  in 
our  report  to  the  Legislature  the  propriety  of  appointing  a 
committee  of  three  or  more  to  select  a  proper  site,  and  its 
probable  cost  for  a  Territorial  penitentiary;  the  committee  was 
appointed  but  no  funds  were  appropriated  to  pay  traveling 
or  other  contingent  expenses,  so  the  matter  dropped.  If  the 
suggestions  had  been  carried  out,  a  sum  of  not  less  than  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars  would  have  been  saved  to  the 
Territory. 

I  feel  it  a  duty  that  I  owe  to  your  honorable  body  and  to 
the  taxpayers  of  our  Territory,  to  thus  bring  do  your  notice 
the  facts  as  they  now  exist.  Statistics  will  show  that  the  cost 
of  keeping  our  Territorial  prisoners  by  the  United  States  has 
been  more  than  double  the  amount  of  when  kept  by  the 
Territory.  It  might  be  asked  what  is  your  opinion  in  relation 
to  this  enormous  indebtedness?  Will  say  as  all  was  done  ofi 
their  part,  with  our  utter  protest,  that  in  a  court  of  justice 
that  debt  could  not  be  collected,  but  I  have  thought  in  some 
special  cases  that  justice  was  at  a  discount,  and  am  still  of  the 
opinion  that  no  bar  be  left  down  that  would  incite  legislation, 
and  would  therefore  still  recommend  the  same  as  has  been 
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recommended  for  the  past  twelve  years  or  more  by  the  direc¬ 
tors  and  warden  of  Utah  Penitentiary. 

In  conclusion  will  say  that  our  Territorial  Legislature 
placed  me  in  my  present  position,  and  of  seeing  at  least  in  part 
the  mixed  nature  of  the  position,  I  would  not  accept  and 
qualify  without  first  applying  to  the  best  authority  in  the  Ter¬ 
ritory,  which  I  did  and  was  told  that  it  would  be  best  to 
accept,  which  I  did  by  filing  bonds  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars,  the  Hon.  H.  S.  Eldredge  now  deceased,  and  L.  S.  Hills, 
Decoming  my  bondsmen,  which  was  duly  filed  with  the  Ter¬ 
ritorial  Auditor  af  Public  Accounts.  • 

Will  now  say  that  I  still  have  in  safe  keeping  the  secre¬ 
tary  containing  the  books,  papers  and  records  of  the  Utah  Pen¬ 
itentiary,  with  a  few  other  articles  of  small  value,  the  same 
was  reported  two  years  ago,  which  however  all  accupies  val¬ 
uable  room.  I  thought  it  but  just  and  proper  to  ask  a  small 
amount  to  partly  at  least  pay  for  rent;  I  asked  for  the  insignifi¬ 
cant  sum  of  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  per  year;  this  sum  being  so 
very  small,  it  was  passed  without  any  action  by  our  last  Legis¬ 
lature.  The  Territory  is  now  indebted  to  me  for  the  storage 
and  safe-keeping  of  the  property  for  the  past  four  years;  be¬ 
sides,  I  should  have  something  as  a  salary,  as  you  may  direct, 
as  much  responsibility  rests  on  this  most  important  department. 
At  least  many  would  think  so  if  we  should  be  suddenly  called 
upon  to  receive  and  take  care  of  our  Territorial  prisoners  with 
no  provision  provided  for  their  care  and  safe  keeping,  which 
occurrence  might  occur  at  any  time;  better  then  at  once  pre¬ 
pare  for  such  an  emergency. 

With  much  interest  I  await  the  action  of  your  honorable 
body.

From  Territorial  Loan  Commissioners: 

To  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah : 

The  undersigned,  Caleb  W.  West,  late  Governor  of  Utah, 
and  William  C.  Hall,  late  Secretary  of  said  Territory,  D.  H. 
Peery,  P.  T.  Farnsworth  and  James  Sharp,  Loan  Commis- 
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sioners  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  respectfully  report  to  your 
honorable  body  as  follows: 

In  pursuance  of  the  act  of  the  Governor  and  Legislative 
Assembly,  approved^  March  8th,  1888,  the  Board  of  Commis¬ 
sioners  authorized  by  said  act,  met  in  Salt  Lake  City,  on  the 
20th  day  of  March,  1888,  and  organized  by  the  election  of 
Caleb  W.  West,  Governor,  as  chairman,  and  William  C  Hall, 
Secretary  of  the  Territory,  as  secretary.  Appropriations  hav¬ 
ing  been  made  for  the  purposes  expressed  in  said  act,  exceed¬ 
ing  the  amount  of  the  loan  authorized  to  be  made,  it  was  re¬ 
solved  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners  to  make  and  negotiate 
a  loan  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
the  full  amount  provided  by  the  act.  It  was  also  resolved 
that  the  rate  of  interest  upon  said  loan  should  be  fixed  at  the 
rate  of  five  per  centum  per  annum,  the  maximum  rate  allowed 
by  the  act. 

In  compliance  with  the  law,  engraved  negotiable  coupon 
bonds  of  the  Territory,  one  hundred  and  fifty  in  number,  of 
the  denomination  of  one  thousand  dollars  each,  bearing  in¬ 
terest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  centum  per  annum,  payable 
semi-annually  at  the  Deseret  National  Bank,  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  and  at  American  Exchange  National  Bank,  in  the 
City  of  New  York,  State  of  New  York,  on  the  first  day 
of  January  and  July  of  each  year.  The  principal  of 
said  bonds  payable  in  the  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States,  within  twenty  years  after  the  date  of  their,  issue 
in  the  cities  of  Salt  Lake  and  New  York,  and  bearing  date  the 
2nd  day  of  July,  1888,  but  redeemable  at  any  time  after  ten 
years  from  their  date.  Said  bonds  were  made  payable  to  John 
E.  Dooly,  or  bearer,  were  signed  by  the  undersigned  Loan 
Commissioners,  and  the  Territorial  seal  affixed  to  each,  coun¬ 
tersigned  by  the  Territorial  Treasurer,  and  bearing  his  official 
seal.  Consecutively  numbered  coupons  for  the  interest  bear¬ 
ing  the  same  number  of  the  bond  to  which  they  were  attached, 
were  attached  to  each  bond  and  easily  removable  without  in¬ 
jury  or  mutilation  to  the  bond.  The  said  coupons  covered 
the  interest  expressed  in  said  bonds  from  the  date  of  their 
issue,  until  date  of  payment  twenty  years  thereafter. 

Before  making  sale  of  said  bonds  or  any  of  them,  the 
Territorial  Treasurer,  by  direction  of  the  Loan  Commissioners, 
advertised  a  sale  of  said  bonds  by  causing  a  notice  of  said 
sale  to  be  published  for  the  period  of  one  month  in  the 
Salt  Lake  Tribune ,  the  Salt  Lake  Herald  and  the  Deseret  Evening 
News ,  three  daily  newspapers  published  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
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the  capital  of  the  Territory,  and  by  at  least  ten  insertions 
in  the  following  newspapers:  The  New  York  World ,  a  news¬ 
paper  published  in  New  York  City,  in  the  State  of  New 
York;  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle ,  a  newspaper  published 
in  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  in  the  State  of  California,  and 
the  Boston  Post ,  a  newspaper  published  in  the  city  of  Boston, 
and  State  of  Massachusetts.  Such  notices  specified  the 
amount  of  bonds  to  be  sold,  the  rate  of  interest  they  should 
bear,  the  place,  day  and  hour  of  sale,  and  that  bids  would 
be  received  by  the  treasurer  of  the  Territory  for  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  said  bonds,  within  one  month  from  the  expiration 
of  said  publication  in  the  Salt  Lake  papers.  At  the  place 
and  time  named  in  said  notices,  at  the  Deseret  Bank,  in 
the  city  of  Salt  Lake,  on  the  first  day  of  June,  1888,  the 
Territorial  Treasurer  and  Loan  Commissioners  opened  all 
bids  received  by  the  said  treasurer,  viz:  The  bid  of  S.  A. 
Kean  &  Co.,  bankers,  New  York  and  Chicago,  offering 

$150,157,  less  a  commission  of  two  per  cent,  for  placing 
the  one  hundred  and  fifty  bonds,  and  the  bid  of  J.  E. 

Dooly,  Esq.,  of  Salt  Lake  City,  offering  to  pay  for  each  of 
said  one  hundred  and  fiftv  bonds  the  sum  of  one  hundred 

and  one  dollars.  The  bid  of  said  J.  E.  Dooly,  being  the 

highest  and  best  bid  offered,  the  same  was  accepted  by  the 
commissioners,  and  the  whole  issue  of  bonds  awarded  to  the 
said  J.  E.  Dooly.  The  necessary  engraved  bonds,  as  herein¬ 
before  mentioned  and  described,  were  provided  by  the  Loan 
Commissioners  under  contract  with  the  American  Bank  Note 
Co.,  of  the  City  of  New  York,  they  retaining  in  their  vaults 
the  engraved  plates  as  the  property  of  the  Territory. 

The  bonds  were  signed  and  executed  as  hereinbefore  set 
forth  and  deliver}^  thereof  made  to  James  Jack,  Territorial 
Treasurer,  and  his  receipt  taken  therefor  and  he  charged 
therewith.  The  said  treasurer,  before  the  issuance  of  said 
bonds  having  given  to  the  Territory  an  additional  official 
bond  with  more  than  two  sureties,  in  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  which  bond  was 
approved  by  the  Governor,  and  deposited  and  filed  with 
the  Secretary  of  the  Territory.  The  expenses  incurred 
by  the  commissioners  in  publication  of  notices  and  inci¬ 
dental  to  their  trust,  amounting  to  $1820.80,  has  been  paid 
out  of  the  general  fund  upon  the  order  of  the  Territorial 
Auditor,  a  detailed  statement  of  such  payments  marked 
Exhibit  “A,”  is  filed  herewith  as  part  hereof. 

Nine  sessions  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  were  held 
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upon  different  days  during  the  progress  of  the  execution  of 
their  trust,  and  seven  days  spent  by  the  chairman  in  the  city 
of  New  York  in  the  preparation  of  the  bonds  and  the  correc¬ 
tion  of  proof.

Dear  Sir. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Ogden  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  held  on  Tuesday,  February  25,  1890,  a  resolu¬ 
tion  was  unanimously  passed,  asking  the  Governor  and 
Legislative  Assembly  to  memorialize  Congress  to  erect  a 
government  building  at  Ogden,  the  second  city  in  impor¬ 
tance  in  all  the  intermountain  country,  and  I  was  instructed 
to  have  memorial  prepared  and  forward  the  President  of  the 
Council  and  Speaker  of  the  House,  with  the  request  that 
they  present  them  to  the  honorable  bodies  over  which  they 
preside  and  urge  their  passage. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  memorial  herewith.

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  Congress 
assembled : 

We,  your  memorialists,  the  Governor  and  the  Legisla¬ 
tive  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  respectfully  repre¬ 
sent  that  there  is  urgent  and  increasing  need  of  a  govern¬ 
ment  building  at  Ogden,  Utah,  to  accommodate  the  Federal 
court,  the  post  office,  the  United  States  marshal’s  office,  the 
quartermaster’s  office,  and  the  various  other  government 
interests,  centered  in  that  enterprising  and  important  city; 
'wherefore  your  memorialists  respectfully  ask  that  an  appro¬ 
priation  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  be  made 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  said  building. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Memorials  to  Congress. 
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From  Edward  W.  Tullidge,  Historian: 

To  the  Legislature  of  the  Territory  of  Utah: 

The  undersigned  historian  of  Utah,  E.  W.  Tullidge,  begs  to  state  to 
your  honorable  body— the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
Territory  of  Utah. 

First — That  though  the  Territory  of  Utah  is  now  nearly  forty  years 
old — since  the  passage  of  the  Organic  Act — you  have  no  official  history  of 
your  commonwealth,  nor  is  there  any  connected  history  even  approximate¬ 
ly  complete — either  in  manuscript  or  book  form  as  yet  in  existence  of  that 
remarkable  commonwealth  which  has  attracted  the  attention  of  all  the 
world. 

Second — That  the  record  of  the  founding  and  unfolding  of  that  com¬ 
monwealth,  and  the  facts  and  the  circumstances  therewith  connected, 
coupled  with  a  comprehensive  exposition  in  history  of  the  cardinal  acts 
and  doings  of  your  Legislative  Assembly,  and  the  causes  and  motives 
thereof,  is  of  preeminent  importance  and  was  especially  so  in  the  earlier 
periods  of  our  Territory. 

Third — That  except  the  meagre  local  reports  made  in  the  Deseret 
News ,  scarcely  a  number  of  the  early  issues  of  which  is  now  extant,  or  in 
the  brief  notations  of  the  House  and  Council  Journals  and  the  Compiled 
Laws  of  Utah — minus  their  history  no  such  record  has  been  in  existence. 

Fourth — That  in  consequence  of  the  non-existence  of  a  regular  his¬ 
tory  of  the  founding  and  evolution  of  this  peculiar  commonwealth,  the 
founders  and  legislators  have  soon  forgotten  the  connected  links  of  their 
own  work  which  the  following  instance  will  illustrate: 

Many  years  a go  the  Council  branch  of  the  Legislature  appointed  a 
special  committee,  Albert  P.  Rockwood,  chairman,  to  solicit  from  judges 
of  counties  brief  histories  of  the  organization,  etc.,  of  their  respective 
counties.  Judge  Elias  Smith  in  his  report  to  the  Utah  Legislature  said: 

4  T  did  not  arrive  here  till  September,  1851,  shortly  after  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  first  session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly.  The  laws 
passed  by  the  provisional  government  of  the  State  of  Deseret  were  then  in 
force;  what  the  provisions  of  those  laws  were  relative  to  the  organization  of 
counties  I  know  not,  as  no  reference  thereto  is  made  in  the  ordinances  of 
the  State  of  Deseret  extant,  but  there  are  good  reasons  for  believing  that 
an  ordinance  was  passed  providing  for  the  organization  of  counties,  as 
county  offices  to  some  extent  were  created  and  the  duty  of  incumbents 
defined.  That  county  courts  were  provided  for  there  is  no  doubt,  but  when 
and  how  constituted,  no  law  nor  record  that  I  have  seen  indicates,  neither 
have  I  been  able  to  ascertain  what  powers  were  delegated  to  them,  with 
few  exceptions.  If  any  record  was  made  of  the  organization  of  Salt  Lake 
County  or  of  the  doings  of  its  officers  and  courts  during  the  existence  of 
the  State  of  Deseret,  I  have  never  been  able  to  discover  it.” 

To  this  may  be  supplemented  that  years  later  Historian  Tullidge  aided 
by  Judge  Elias  Smith  and  Zerubbable  Snow  made  up  the  record  discovering 
every  one  of  the  lost  links. 

Another  instance  most  worthy  of  note  is  the  creation  of  our  Probate 
Courts  with  civil  and  criminal  jurisdiction.  In  this  case  not  only  did  the 
unwritten  knowledge  of  the  causes  and  justification  of  this  act  of  the 
Legislature  fade  from  memory  but  it  was  generally  believed  and  affirmed 
throughout  the  United  States  that  Mormon  legislators  had  created  such 
courts  with  such  powers  on  purpose  to  set  aside  Utah  territorial  district 
courts;  this  was  one  of  the  causes  assigned  by  President  Buchanan  in  his 
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report  to  Congress  for  sending  an  armed  expedition  to  Utah  in  1857,  yet  as 
early  as  1852-3,  your  legislature  by  a  special  judiciary  committee  moved 
a  recommendation  to  Congress  “that  the  laws  of  Utah  be  so  amended  as  to 
take  away  the  jurisdiction  cf  the  probate  courts  at  common  law,  civil  and 
criminal,  and  in  chancery,  and  abolish  the  office  of  territorial  marshal, 
attorney  general  and  district  attorneys  so  that  the  Unite  States,  by  her 
judges,  attorneys  and  marshals,  may  execute  the  laws  of  the  Territory.” 

This  was  duly  reported  to  the  government  by  Judge  Zerubbable  Snow, 
the  only  United  States  judge  then  in  the  Territory,  in  a  lengthy  corres¬ 
pondence  with  Hon.  Elisha  Whittlesey,  comptroller  of  the  treasury. 
Nothing  of  this  important  history  of  the  origin  and  subject  of  the  civil  and 
criminal  jurisdiction  of  Utah  probate  courts  can  be  found  in  your  archives 
excepting  the  Poland  bill  which  abolishes  that  jurisdiction. 

Fifth — This  historian  believes  also  that  embodied  in  this  history  of 
the  State  of  Utah  (for  State  she  will  be)  there  should  be  a  complete  history 
of  the  relations  ot  Utah  with  the  Federal  government  and  the  legislation 
of  Congress  on  Utah  affairs  from  the  beginning,  including  some  of  the 
most  salient  measures  recommended  by  the  governors  of  Utah,  and  the 
prime  acts  passed  by  the  legislature  in  the  rise  and  progress  of  our  com¬ 
monwealth,  further  that  this  wor*  should  be  done  by  the  authority  and  at 
the  instance  of  the  State,  and  under  the  supervision  of  a  committee  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Legislature. 

Therefore  the  said  historian,  E.  W.  Tullidge,  offers  his  services  to  the 
State  or  Territory  for  clerical  labor  to  write  such  a  history  of  the  State  as 
herein  contemplated  and  proposed: 

First — His  services  for  two  years  at  a  salary  of  $3000  per  annum. 

Second — He  will  produce  a  manuscript  book  each  year,  equal  to  one 
volume  of  a  printed  book  of  not  less  than  nine  hundred  pages  (example 
of  size  Tullidge’s  History  of  Northern  Utah  and  Southern  Idaho). 

Third  —  The  author  states  that  the  work  proposed  and  contem¬ 
plated  is  equal  to  five  years  diligent  labor  of  any  competent  historian — but 
that  having  been  for  a  quarter  of  a  century  engaged  on  the  histories  of 
Utah  and  her  founders,  this  historian  has  at  his  hand  dige  ted  and  con¬ 
structed  much  of  the  matter  and  subject  for  the  said  two  volumes,  bringing 
the  history  ot' the  State  up  to  date — namely  the  close  of  the  present  legis¬ 
lative  session;  but  over  and  above  the  work  already  performed  by  him,  the 
House  and  Council  journals,  and  the  Compiled  Laws  of  Utah  would  have 
to  be  diligently  searched  and  their  history  ascertained  and  woven  into  in¬ 
telligent  narrative;  also  the  same  done  with  the  Congressional  Records  on 
Utah  affairs;  also  the  same  with  the  documents  in  the  office  of  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Territory.  The  file  of  the  principal  newspapers  of  the  Terri¬ 
tory  must  also  be  consulted,  and  the  records  of  the  city  and  county  courts. 
For  this  arduous  and  costly  service  the  historian  would  have  to  engage 
assistants,  namely,  stenographers  and  type- writers,  for  which  he  asks  the 
further  allowance  for  their  salaries  of  six  hundred  dollars  per  year,  which 
is  not  half  adequate  to  pay  said  assistants,  but  the  author  will  agree  to 
make  up  the  deficit  from  his  own  salary. 

The  historian  further  asks  for  an  appropriation  of  five  hundred  dollars 
per  year  to  pay  traveling  expenses,  that  he  may  visit  every  county  and  city 
in  the  Territory,  and  abstract  from  the  county  and  city  records  and  sup¬ 
plement  to  them  lacking  links  of  toeir  history,  so  that  the  State  may  have 
in  its  possession  that  which  some  years  ago  its  committee  asked  for  from 
the  judges  and  clerks  of  the  county  courts,  and  which  to  this  day  has  not 
been  obtained,  for  instance: 
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The  historian  having  solicited  the  kind  of  service  of  ex- Judge  F.  D. 
Richards,  in  collecting  the  historical  links  of  the  Weber  county  court,  re¬ 
ceived  the  following  from  the  present  county  clerk: 

Ogden,  Utah,  March  23d,  1889. 
Hon.  F.  D.  RicJiards,  Salt  Lake  City ,  Utah: 

Your  inquiry  of  the  21st  instant  to  hand.  Reply  to  same  will  say  that 
the  sources  of  information  on  the  question  you  enquire  concerning  were 
very  meager  in  the  early  history  of  the  county,  and  I  am  unable  to  furnish 
complete  data  in  that  regard.  However,  I  submit  below  all  the  iniorma- 
tion  which  my  office  contains  in  regard  to  the  matter. 

The  first  entry  I  find  is  the  following,  recorded  in  County  Book  A,, 
pagel: 

"Isaac  Clark  was  elected  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  Utah  Terri¬ 
tory  to  the  office  of  probate  judge.” 

This  must  have  been  prior  to  the  April  1st,  1852,  for  I  find  the  follow- 
ing  entry  on  the  same  page: 

"The  selectmen  were  appointed  to  that  office  by  the  Probate  Judge, 
April  1st,  1852.” 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  clerk  of  such  an  important  county  as 
Weber  could  not  tell  from  the  records  of  his  court  the  date  of  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  its  first  county  judge;  yet  that  Judge  Isaac  Clark  was  the  first 
probate  judge  appointed  by  the  Territorial  Legislature  which  was  on  the 
seventh  day  of  February,  1852.  Moreover,  Weber,  Salt  Lake,  Utah,  San¬ 
pete,  Juab  and  Tooele  counties,  were  organized  in  the  latter  part  of  1849, 
so  chat  there  is  a  three  years  history  of  those  counties  as  shown  by  the 
report  of  Judge  Smith  to  the  Legislature  and  the  foregoing  from  the  clerk 
of  Weber  County.  It  would  probably  be  strange  information  to  nearly 
every  member  of  this  Legislature  that  when  those  counties  were  organized 
by  the  provincial  state  each  county  was  created  with  a  chief  justice  and 
two  associate  justices  the  same  as  that  of  a  Territory  or  State.  For  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years  the  counties  and  cities  organized  by  the  provincial  government 
were  continued  under  the  charters  first  granted.  At  its  opening  session 
the  members  of  the  Legislature  passed  the  following  "joint  resolution 
legalizing  the  laws  of  provincial  government  of  the  State  of  Dereret; 
Resolved ,  by  the  Legislative  Assemblv  of  the  Terriory  of  Utah;  that  the 
laws  heretofore  passed  by  the  provincial  government  of  Deseret,  and  which 
do  not  conflict  with  the  Organic  Act  of  said  Territory,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  legal,  and  in  full  force  and  virtue  and  shall  so  remain 
until  superseded  by  the  action  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah,  approved  October  4th,  1851.” 

This  resolution  preserved  the  orginal  charters. 

Undoubtedly  also  the  act  called  chapter  1,  of  the  Territorial  Laws  of 
Utah  in  relation  to  the  judiciary  is  identical  with  that  act  which  brought  the 
county  and  probate  courts  into  existence  and  clothed  them  with  their  powers, 
the  very  act  in  fact,  (in  perhaps  a  revised  form)  which  Judge  Smith  said 
he  had  not  been  able  to  find.  This,  both  Judge  Smith  and  Judge  Snow 
confessed  must  be  the  case;  moreover  the  historian  furnished  them  posi¬ 
tive  proof  from  the  private  jburnals  and  letters  of  Governor  Young  to  their 
entire  satisfaction. 

Now  this  historian  proposes,  if  acceptable,  to  your  honorable  bodies, 
to  travel  throughout  all  the  counties  and  cities  and  make  up  a  sufficient 
record  of  their  origin  with  their  principal  historical  linkings  up  to  date 
both  under  the  provincial  State  and  the  territorial  government,  so  that  the 
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State  will  have  a  complete  encyclopedia  of  its  rise,  organization,  progress 
and  general  history  to  date. 

Fourth.  The  author  will  deliver  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory  two 
copies  of  each  manuscript  book  printed  by  the  best  type-writers  on  linen 
paper,  these  copies  to  be  made  from  the  original  manuscript,  after  it  has 
been  read  to  the  supervising  committee,  revised  by  the  "author  under  the 
direction  of  said  committee. 

Fifth.  These  manuscript  books  shall  be  the  property  of  the  State  and 
for  its  various  uses  but  the  right  of  publication  in  printed  book  form  for 
sale  shall  be  exclusively  reserved  to  the  author  and  his  heirs,  unless  here¬ 
after  the  right  to  publish  said  books  shall  be  conveyed  to  the  State  by 
purchase  from  the  author  or  his  heirs. 

Sixth.  The  further  arrangements,  financial  and  others,  shall  be  left 
to  the  consideration  of  the  two  branches  of  the  legislature,  and  their  com¬ 
mittees,  in  connection  with  the  author,  respectfully  submitting  his  propos¬ 
ition,  this  historian  subscribes  himself,

Sir— I  am  instructed  to  inform  your  honorable  body 
that  the  House  has  this  day  granted  request  for  Conference 
Committee  on  House  amendments  to  C.  F.  No.  3.  The 
Speaker  names  Messrs.  Reid  and  Williams  as  conferees  on 
the  part  of  the  House  on  said  amendments.

To  the  Honorable  Members  of  the  Legislature  of  Utah 
Territory : 

This  petition  of  Daniel  Graves,  superintendent  of  the 
Territorial  Silk  Industry  sheweth  that  from  the  lack  of 
machinery  that  the  general  success  of  the  silk  industry  has 
been  hindered  for  preparing  the  silk  from  cocoons.  Inform¬ 
ation  having  been  given  by  the  Hon.  J.  M.  Rusk,  secretary 
of  the  department  of  agriculture,  the  sums  required,  as 
given  me  by  Professor  Riley,  of  the  department  of 
ethnology  of  the  same  department,  is  for  one  steam  engine, 
$15.00;  spindles,  $5.00;  throster’s  real,  spoolers  and 

twisters,  $15.00 ;  building,  $ - -.  On  April,  1882,  I 

received  from  the  department  a  new  variety  of  mulberry 
trees,  which  came  from  Milan,  Italy,  from  which  I  have 
raised  62  young  trees;  they  are  a  fine  variety  and  very 
handsome*  and  more  hardy.  Many  hundred  pound  of 
cocoons  have  been  wasted  owing  to  our  neither  having  a 
market,  or  the  necessary  machinery  with  which  to  work 
them  up  for  the  loom.  About  two  years  ago,  Secretary 
Chandler  presented  a  bill  to  the  Hou%e  asking  for  an  appro¬ 
priation  to  establish  silk  stations  in  the  States  and  Terri¬ 
tories  ;  he  forwarded  me  a  letter  asking  for  any  information 
I  could  give  him  upon  the  adaptability  of  the  industry  in 
Utah.  I  sent  him  a  full  account  filling  seven  sheets  of 
legal  cap. 

The  silk  worms  did  not  do  so  well  last  season  because 
of  the  hot  and  dry  weather  which  prevailed  and  the  eggs 
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were  of  a  different  variety  to  what  we  had  before.  The  depart¬ 
ment  proposed  to  buy  our  cocoons;  a  few  were  sent  east  but  it 
does  not  pay  for  the  trouble.  So  except  we  can  have 
machinery  we  will  have  to  give  up  one  of  the  greatest  indus¬ 
tries  that  could  be  fostered  amongst  us,  one  that  is  both 
useful  and  profitable. 

There  are  parties  coming  from  Lyons,  this  season,  who 
understand  the  whole  process  of  preparing  the  silk  from  the 
cocoons  and  ready  for  the  loom.

Mileage  shall  also 
be  allowed  at  the  rate  of  5  cents  per  mile  for  all  distances 
actually  traveled  in  the  performance  of  such  duties.  The 
warrant  of  the  auditor  shall  be  based  upon  an  account 
itemized,  verified  and  tiled  in  his  office. 

Between  Sections  17  and  18,  insert  two  new  sections  to 
wit:  Section  18.  “Upon  receipt  by  the  regents  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  the  appraisal  and  description  of  the  University 
lands  as  provided  for  in  Section  17,  the  regents  shall 
proceed  to  advertise  the  said  lands  for  sale  or  lease,  as  the 
case  may  be,  by  posting  notice  thereof  in  at  least  six  public 
places  in  the  county  where  such  land  may  be  situated,  forty 
days  before  the  date  of  sale,  and  by  publishing  said  notice 
in  some  newspaper  having  general  circulation  in  such 
county  or  counties  for  four  weeks  next  preceding 
the  day  of  sale  or  lease  as  the  case  may  be.  Said  notice 
shall  contain  a  description  of  said  land  in  terms  of  the

Your  memorialists,  the  Governor  and  Legislative  As¬ 
sembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  would  respectfully  re¬ 
quest:  That  the  Provo,  Weber,  Duchesne  and  Bear  Rivers 
are  large  streams  rising  at  or  near  the  same  high  mountain, 
situated  in  the  northeastern  part  of  this  Territory. 

These  streams  flow  in  different  directions— the  Duchesne 
to  the  south,  the  Bear  to  the  north,  the  Weber  to  the  north¬ 
west  and  the  Provo  to  the  southwest.  The  waters,  except 
the  Duchesne,  are  used  for  irrigation  purposes,  and  the 
mountains  at  the  sources  of  these  rivers  are  densly  covered 
with  evergreen,  timber  forming  forests,  which  to  a  great 
extent  protect  the  snows  from  the  intense  heat  of  the  sun, 
thereby  retarding  the  melting  of  the  snow  till  late  in  the 
season,  when  nearly  all  the  waters  flowing  down  these 
streams  are  used  for  irrigation  purposes  by  the  agricultural¬ 
ists  of  Utah,  Salt  Lake,  Bear,  Weber  and  Provo  valleys. 

In  order  to  preserve  the  forests  for  the  purpose  afore¬ 
said,  we,  your  memorialists,  ask  that,  saving  all  mining 
and  other  rights  heretofore  acquired,  all  lands  belonging  to 
the  United  States,  lying  and  bounded  as  follows:  Begin¬ 
ning  at  a  point  ten  miles  west  of  Bald  Mountain,  thence 
south  ten  miles,  thence  east  twenty  miles,  thence  north 
twenty  miles,  thence  west  twenty  miles,  thence  south  ten 
miles  to  the  place  of  beginning,  containing  an  area  of  400 
square  miles,  be  granted  to  the  Territory  of  Utah,  and  set 
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apart  as  a  public  park,  in  which  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  cut 
any  growing  tree,  or  to  pasture  sheep  or  cattle,  and 
Your  memorialists  will  ever  pray.

I  have  no  objection  to  the  amendments  made  to  the  sec¬ 
tion,  with  this  exception  ;  The  proviso  that  the  Governor 
of  the  Territory  shall  be  president  ot  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  asylum  is  in  conflict  with  Section  7  of  the  Organic 
Act,  and  the  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the 
auditor  and  treasurer  cases.  In  its  decision  the  court 
referring  to  the  appointing  power  vested  in  the  governor  by 
the  section  referred  to,  said:  “It  is  utterly  inconsistent  both 
with  the  policy  and  the  express  language  of  the  statute  that 
the  legislature  of  the  Territory  of  Utah  can  change  the 
appointing  power  and  vest  it  in  any  other  body  whatever, 
however  popular,  or  that  in  the  creation  of  offices  of  this 
general  character,  whose  duties  and  functions  pervade  the 
whole  Territory,  they  can  confer  the  appointing  power 
upon  anybody  else  but  the  Governor  and  Council.

In  other  oases,  the  matter  is  in  the  discretion  of 
the  court.  The  proposed  law  relegates  the  matter  from  the 
court  to  one  of  the  parties,  and  requires  the  court  to  state  in 
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writing  to  the  jury,  questions  upon  request  of  either  party, 
and  the  refusal  to  do  so  is  made  reviewable  on  appeal. 

This  practice  will,  in  my  opinion,  tend  to  prolong  trials 
and  litigation  and  to  confuse  juries. 

I  believe  it  is  best  to  leave  the  matter  as  now  provided 
by  law,  and  to  trust  to  the  discretion  of  the  judge.

Sir. — I  return  disapproved  C.  F.  No.  38,  entitled  “An 
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Act  amending  Section  4170  of  the  Compiled  Laws  of  Utah  of 
1888,  relating  to  probate  procedure.” 

The  original  section  after  the  word  provided  is  peculiar 
to  Utah,  and  has  worked  badly  in  practice,  promoted  low 
and  dishonest  inventories  and  consequently  given  rise  to 
subsequent  contention  and  litigation.  The  proposed  amend¬ 
ment  is  a  step  further  in  the  same  direction  and  is  besides 
unintelligible.  The  inventory  will  never  show,  nor  can  a 
court  with  certainty  at  any  given  time  tell  what  real  estate 
“it  will  be  necessary  to  sell  during  the  administration.” 
The  original  section  was  intended  to  save  small  estates  from 
tHe  expense  of  publishing  a  notice,  the  proposed  amend¬ 
ment  applies  to  large  as  well  as  to  small  estates,  but  the 
reason  for  such  a  law  does  not.

This 
act  would  put  a  similar  stop  to  all  sales  in  additions  unt'l 
new  plats  were  tiled,  and,  indeed,  many  owners  would  incur 
a  heavy  liability  to  the  county  before  they  could  ascertain 
what  the  law  was,  and  the  tiling  of  the  new  plats  would  en¬ 
tail  a  heavy  expense  on  the  owners  who  have  already  tiled, 
the  statue  permitting  the  county  recorder  to  charge 
fifteen  cents  per  lot..

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 

Executive  Office, 

Salt  Lake  City,  Utah, 

March  1°,  1890. 

Hon .  F.  S.  Richards ,  President  of  the  Council : 

Sir — I  return  disapproved  C.  P.  No.  54,  entitled  “An  Act  to 
provide  for  a  uniform  system  of  free  schools  throughout  Utah 
Territory.” 

The  act  seems  to  be  carefully  drawn,  is  quite  full  and  ex¬ 
plicit  in  its  details,  and  from  a  casual  examination  of  its  princi¬ 
pal  features  appears  in  many  respects  well  adapted  for  the 
purposes  intended.  Some  of  its  provisions,  however,  are  in 
direct  conflict  with  the  well  settled  policy  of  Congress  respecting 
the  right  to  vote  and  hold  office  in  this  Territory,  and  other 
provisions  relate  to  matters  which,  properly  speaking,  have  no 
place  in  a  school  law. 

Section  2,  of  Article  I.  provides  for  the  distribution  of  the 
Territorial  tax  to  the  several  counties  on  the  basis  of  the  number 
of  children  in  each  between  the  ages  of  six  and  eighteen  years. 
This  method  of  distribution  has  been  much  criticized  and  with 
apparent  reason.  Under  its  operation  some  of  the  most  populous 
and  wealthy  counties  have  paid  to  the  Territorial  school  fund  a 
less  amount  than  they  receive. 

If  the  only  irregularity  it  effected  arose  in  the  difference  of 
the  number  of  children  compared  with  the  amount  of  assessable 
property,  the  objection  to  it  would  not  be  so  serious,  for  in  such 
a  case,  as  to  the  Territory,  it  would  merely  make  the  Territory  a 
tax  district  for  schooling  all  the  children,  but  there  is  reason  to 
believe  that  in  many  cases  the  *  inequality  between  counties  arises 
from  unequal  assessments.  A  law  requiring  assessments  to  be 
made  at  the  full  cash  value  or  the  property  is  an  insufficient 
remedy,  unless  all  the  assessors  act  upon  it  and  have  the  same 
ideas  of  value.  As  a  rule  all  laws  require  assessment  at  full 
value,  yet  inequalities  exist.  When  the  tax  district  is  small 
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enough  so  that  the  taxpayers  and  their  local  boards  have  the 
means  of  comparing  the  assessments  a  nearer  approach  to, 
equality  is  obtained. 

In  the  absence  of  equality  in  the  assessments  between  the 
counties  I  suggest  that  Section  2  of  Article  I  be  amended  so  as 
to  provide,  in  substance,  that  no  county  having  a  population  of 
10,000  or  overly  shown  by  the  national  census  to  be  taken  in 
June  next,  shall  receive  in  the  apportionment  of  the  Territorial 
school  fund  a  larger  amount  than  has  been  raised  and  paid  by 
said  county,  and  that  after  an  apportionment  is  made  the  amounts 
remaining  of  such  territorial  school  fund  undistributed  shall  be 
returned  to  the  several  counties  by  which  such  excess  was  paid, 
in  due  proportion  thereof,  and  such  payments  shall  be  made  to, 
thetreasurer  of  the  several  counties  entitled  thereto,  and  by  such 
treasurer  paid  to  the  school  superintendents,  and  by  them  appor¬ 
tioned  annually  to  the  several  school  districts  of  the  county  in 
the  same  manner  and  on  the  same  basis  as  other  school  funds. 

Section  8  of  Article  II,  relating  to  county  superintendents, 
should  provide  that  before  entering  upon  his  duties,  a  superinten¬ 
dent  of  district  schools  must  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor. 

Section  19  of  the  same  article  should  provide  that  the 
deputy  superintendent,  if  appointed,  must  be  a  registered  voter. 

Section  21  of  Article  III,  provides  for  a  county  board  of 
examiners.  The  section  should  provide  that  no  person  shall  be 
eligible  to  serve  as  examiner  who  is  not  a  registered  voter. 

Section  39  of  Article  V  contains  this  provision:  “Every  male 
person  of  the  age  of  21  years  or  over,  who  has  been  a  resident  of 
the  school  district  for  ninety  days  immediately  preceding  the  day 
of  election,  and  who  is  the  parent  of  a  child  of  school  age  resid¬ 
ing  in  the  district,  or  who  paid  a  territorial  or  county  school  tax 
in  any  such  district  during  the  preceding  year,  or  who  has  been 
assessed  for  any  territorial  or  county  school  tax  in  any  such  dis¬ 
trict  for  the  year  in  which  any  such  election  is  held,  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  at  any  school  district  election.”  Under  the  exist¬ 
ing  school  law  it  is  provided  “there  shall  be  elected  by  the  regis¬ 
tered  voters  of  the  district,  three  school  trustees  for  each  school 
district,  etc  ,  and  this  law  was  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  passage 
by  Congress  of  what  is  popularly  termed  the  Edmunds  Act.” 

The  act  before  me  would,  if  approved,  sweep  away  the  res-  * 
triction  which  Congress  has  deemed  it  necessary  to  place  upon 
the  exercise  of  the  franchise  at  the  elections. 

I  do  not  believe  the  time  has  come  for  such  action  on  the 
part  of  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly,  and  therefore 
suggest  that  the  provisions  of  the  existing  law  be  retained.  In 
47 
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this  connection  I  also  suggest  that  some  provisions  be  made  for 
challenges  at  school  elections,  and  to  require  that  a  peison,  to  be 
eligible  as  trustee,  must  be  a  registered  voter. 

Section  33  of  the  same  article  should  provide  that  to  entitle 
a  person  to  vote  he  must  have  been  a  resident  of  the  Territory 
for  six  months  and  of  the  school  district  for  ^hirtv  days.  I 
further  suggest  that  this  section  be  placed  at  the  end  of  the 
article. 

Section  79  of  Article  XI  seems  to  embracqa  general  revenue 
act  and  provides  for  the  general  Territorial  and  county  tax  as  well 
as  for  a  tax  for  school  purposes. 

I  cannot  see  why  an  act  to  establish  a  school  system  should 
contain  a  general  revenue  law.  It  seems  to  me  to  be  more  ap¬ 
propriate  to  leave  out  of  this  act  all  provisions,  and  to  provide 
for  only  special  school  taxes  in  the  various  districts,  and  leave  a 
general  revenue  act  to  be  considered  on  its  own  merits.  This 
change  in  Section  1  may  require  suitable  changes  in  Section  81 
of  the  same  article. 

Section  83,  Article  XII,  relates  to  the  special  school  tax.  The 
first  nineteen  lines  of  this  section,  except  so  far  as  they  relate  to 
the  rate  of  tax  to  be  levied,  are  fully  covered  by  Section  33  of 
Article  V,  and  with  the  exception  stated  should  be  stricken  out. 

I  suggest  that  Section  101  of  Article  XV,  relating  to  schools 
in  cities,  be  made  to  provide  that  the  election  shall  be  held  on  the 
day  of  the  general  election,  the  first  Monday  of  August  annually. 
This  will  obviate  the  necessity  for  two  elections  within  thirty 
days.  This  will  require  that  Section  102  be  amended  so  as  to 
provide  for  notice  of  election,  etc.,  in  the  same  manner  as  for  the 
general  election,  and  suitable  changes  in  Section  103. 

Section  105  of  the  same  article  should  provide  that  the 
officers  to  be  elected  by  the  board  shall  be  registered  voters.- 

Section  113  of  the  same  article  should  provide  that  the  ex¬ 
amining  committee  shall  be  registered  voters. 

Section  114  of  the  same  article  provides  that  the  board  of 
school  trustees  together  with  the  mayor  shall  be  a  body  corporate, 
etc.,  but  gives  the  mayor  no  standing  in  the  board.  If  the 
mayor  is  to  be  associated  with  the  board  it  seems  to  me  that 
Section  105  should  be  changed  so  as  to  provide  that  the  mayor  of 
the  city  shall  be  ex-officio  chairman  of  the  board. 

The  provision  in  Section  121  limiting  the  tax  to  two  mills 
should  be  changed  to  read  three  mills. 

Section  130,  Article  XVI,  relating  to  compulsory  attendance, 
should  be  amended  by  adding  subdivision  5,  providing  as  follows: 
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“That  the  services  of  such  child  are  necessary  for  the  support  of 
the  family.” 

The  general  provisions  of  the  act  permit  a  majority  vote  at 
school  meetings  to  control.  In  regards  to  issuing  bonds  the  act 
requires  a  two-third  vote.  If  the  provisions  for  bonds  are  im¬ 
portant  as  I  think  they  are,  it  is  quite  necessary  that  the  act  be 
changed.  It  is  difficult  to  get  a  two-thirds  vote  for  any  measure, 
and  I  suggest  that  where  necessary  in  the  act  the  words  “two- 
thirds”  be  stricken  out,  and  the  word  “majority”  be  inserted. 

Section  133  repeals  the  act  approved  February  20th,  1880, 
and  all  acts  amendatory  thereof.  This  will  repeal  the  provisions 
of  Section  1934  of  the  Compiled  Laws  of  Utah,  1888, 
which  makes  an  appropriation  for  the  education  of  pnpils  free  of 
charge  in  the  Normal  Department  of  the  Deseret  University. 

I  believe  this  generous  provision  has  been  productive  of 
good  results  and  think  it  should  be  retained.

Sir. — I  have  this  day  approved  C.  F.  No.  68,  entitled  “An 
Act  amending  Section  3788  of  the  Compiled  Laws  of  Utah  of 
1838,  relating  to  summary  proceedings  for  obtaining  posses¬ 
sion  of  real  property  in  certain  cases,”  etc.  Also  C.  F.  No. 
71,  entitled  “An  Act  amending  Subdivision  1  of  Section  145 
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S.  8  of  the  Compiled  Laws  of  Utah,  1888,  relating,  to  record¬ 
ers.”  Also  C.  F.  No.  20,  entitled  “An  Act  for  the  protec¬ 
tion  of  game  and  birds.”  Also  C.  F.  No.  61,  entitled  “An 
Act  supplementary  to  and  amendatory  of  ‘An  Act  prescrib¬ 
ing  rules  and  regulations  for  the  execution  of  the  trust  aris¬ 
ing  under  an  act  of  Congress  entitled  An  Act  for  the  relief 
of  the  inhabitants  of  cities  and  towns  upon  the  public  lands 
approved  March  2,  1867,  approved  February  17, 1869,  and 
the  amendments  thereto.”

Sir. — I  return  herewith  C.  F.  No.  25,  entitled  “An  Act 
authorizing  the  estates  of  decedents,  minors,  insane,  or  in¬ 
competent  persons  to  be  mortgaged  or  leased  in  certain 
cases.” 

I  confess  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  see  my  way  clear 
in  regard  to  this  act.  On  the  one  side  it  is  urged  that  there 
may  be  special  cases  in  which  the  authority  to  mortgage 
and  lease  the  estates  of  decedents,  minors  and  insane  per¬ 
sons  could  be  beneficially  used.  On  the  other  side  it 
is  urged  that  the  administration  of  estates  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  probate  court  is  at  best  expensive;  that  the 
court  is  authorized  and  in  practice  invariably  does  make  a 
monthly  provision  for  the  family  of  the  deceased  (wife  and 
minor  children)  the  payment  of  which  takes  precedence  of 
the  claims  of  creditors.  This  provision  is  measured  by  the 
needs  of  the  family  rather  than  the  quantum  of  the  estate; 
that  the  act  before  ipe  may  tend  to  prolong  the  settlement 
of  estates,  and  if  the  period  of  administration  is  long,  small 
estates  not  originally  insolvent,  will  become  so  almost  in¬ 
variably,  and  both  heirs  and  creditors  be  deprived  of  what 
the  law  intended  them  to  take.  By  the  very  machinery  for 
effectuating  their  rights;  that  the  administrator  or  executor 
has  already  the  power  to  lease  the  real  estate  of  the  de¬ 
cedent  so  long  as  the  administration  continues.  Where  the 
rents  of  such  real  estate  are  needed  for  the  payment  of 
debts  or  expenses  contemplated  by  the  new  act;  that  the 
same  power  of  leasing  exists  in  the  guardian  of  a  minor  i.  e. 
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leases  which  will  determine  on  the  minor  arriving  at  ma¬ 
jority.  * 

If  the  act  contemplates  the  making  of  leases  which 
will  bind  the  estate  after  the  administration  is  closed  or 
after  the  minor  attains  his  majority,  and  is  entitled  to  the 
management  of  his  own  property,  as  it  seems  to  do,  I  am 
decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  against  the  well  settled 
policy  of  the  law;  if  it  simply  contemplates  the  leasing 
during  the  administration  or  guardianship,  I  am  afraid  it  is 
an  expensive  method  of  doing  what  can  be  cheaply  done 
under  existing  laws. 

If  it  is  not  too  late  and  it  is  deemed  to  be  necessary  to 
take  some  action,  I  suggest  if  a  mortgage  is  authorized,  it 
should  be  limited  to  the  purpose  of  paying  debts,  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  which  may  be  enforced  before  administration  is 
closed,  and  that  a  provision  be  inserted  that  a  mortgage 
should  not  delay  closing  the  administration,  and  that  the 
distribution  of  the  estate  could  be  made  subject  to  the 
mortgage.  With  respect  to  the  power  to  lease,  authority 
could  be  given  to  make  a  lease  good  for  one  year  without 
the  expense  of  the  proceedings  contemplated  by  this  act.

Sir _ I  return  herewith  C  F.  No.  34,  entitled,  “Air 

Act  amending  Section  5274  of  the  Compiled  Laws  of  Utah 
of  1888,  relating  to  fugitives  from  justice.” 

I  see  no  objection  to  this  act  down  to  the  word  “terri¬ 
tory”  in  line  21.  The  remainder  of  the  act  should  be 
stricken  out.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  Section  2,  Article  IV,  Congress  passed 
the  law  concerning  extradition  printed  on  page  65  of  the 
Compiled  Laws  of  Utah,  and  the  authority  to  demand  the 
return  of  fugitives  is  vested  in  the  executive  authority  of 
the  States  and  Territories,  without  limitation,  except  that 
he  must  present  to  the  executive  of  the  State  or  Territory 
on  which  the  demand  is  made,  the  evidence  of  crime  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  act.  The  provision  in  the  proposed  act  is 
that  the  Governor  shall  not  make  the  demand  unless  the 
law  officer  named  makes  a  certificate  that  there  is  cause.. 
This  divests  the  Governor  of  the  prerogative  and  duty  con¬ 
ferred  and  imposed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
and  the  act  of  Congress,  and  leaves  him  powerless,  unless 
the  law  officer  concurs  in  its  exercise.  I  do  not  think  this 
can  be  done  by  the  Legislature  of  a  Territory.  In  practice 
the  Governor  consults  the  law  officer  in  such  cases,  but  it  is 
tor  advice  and  not  control.  He  may  require  the  certificate 
provided  by  this  act  in  ordinary  cases,  but  he  has  a  power 
to  dispense  with  it  and  accept  other  evidence  equally  satis¬ 
factory  when  he  chooses.  This  provision  leaves  it  doubtful 
as  to  who  is  the  Governor  in  such  cases.  I  do  not  think  it 
was  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  pass  an  act  suscep¬ 
tible  of  such  a  construction  and,  therefore,  suggest  that  it 
be  amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  “Territory” 
in  line  21.

Sir. — I  return  disapproved  C.  F.  No.  49,  entitled  an  “An 
Act  in  relation  to  the  registering  of  voters,  and  conducting  of 
elections,  and  amending  Section  238,  245  and  246  of  the  Com¬ 
piled  Laws  of  Utah  of  1888,  relating  to  registration  and  elec¬ 
tions  .” 

This  act  amends  three  sections  of  Chapter  9,  Volume  1,  of  the 
Compiled  Laws  of  1888,  which  provides  for  the  registration  of 
voters,  the  conduct  of  elections,  and  the  canvass  and  returns  of 
votes,  contains  provisions  intended  as  a  substitute  for  other  por¬ 
tions  of  the  chapter,  and  leaves  other  parts  of  the  same  chapter 
unchanged.  It  is  intended  so  far  as  it  changes  the  existing  laws 
to  govern  the  action  of  the  Utah  Commission,  and  all  officers  in 
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the  course  of  registration,  and  in  the  conduct  of  elections,  and 
provides  it  shall  be  in  force  when  approved. 

It  contains  no  repealing  clause,  and  is  not  intended  for  the 
approval  of  Congress.  Chapter  9  was  enacted  February  22,  1878, 
and  has  been  the  rule  of  action  on  the  subjects  named  ever  since, 
except  so  far  as  qualified  by  acts  of  Congress  respecting  the 
qualification  of  voters,  and  the  appointment  of  officers  to  execute 
the  provisions  of  the  law. 

The  act  of  Congress  of  March  22,  1882  (Sec.  9),  created  the 
Utah  Commission,  and  among  other  things  defined  its  duty  in 
these  words : 

“  Each  and  every  duty  relating  to  the  registration  of  voters, 
the  conduct  of  elections,  the  receiving  or  rejection  of  votes,  and 
the  canvassing  and  return  of  the  same,  and  the  issuing  of  certifi¬ 
cates  or  other  evidence  of  election  in  said  Territory,  shall  until 
other  provision  be  made  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  said 
Territory,  as  hereinafter  provided,  be  performed  under  existing 
laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  said  Territory  by  proper  per¬ 
sons,  who  shall  be  appointed,  etc.”  The  same  section  provided 
that  at  or  after  the  first  meeting  of  the  Legislature  elected  under 
this  act,  “said  Legislative  Assembly  may  make  such  laws  con¬ 
formable  to  the  organic  of  said  Territory,  and  not  inconsistent 
with  other  laws  of  the  United  States  as  it  shall  deem  proper 
concerning  the  filling  of  the  offices  in  said  Territory  declared 
vacant  by  this  act.” 

By  the  act  of  March  3,  1887,  Congress  further  provided  that 
the  provision  of  the  act  of  1882,  in  this  respect  should  remain 
operative  “  until  the  provisions  and  laws  therein  referred  to,  to 
be  made  and  enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  said  Terri¬ 
tory  of  Utah  shall  have  been  made  and  enacted  by  said  Assembly 
and  shall  have  been  approved  by  Congress.” 

The  entire  legislative  power  was  and  is  in  Congress,  which 
may  delegate  to  the  Utah  Legislature  such  powers  as  it  chooses, 
and  afterwards  change  the  extent  of  the  granted  power  or  with¬ 
draw  it  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  Congress  has  retained  the  power 
of  approval  of  all  acts  passed  under  the  delegated  power. 

•  At  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  act  of  1882,  Congress  did 
not  change  the  election  laws  of  Utah  in  regard  to  elections, 
except  as  to  certain  disqualifications,  but  changed  the  persons  to 
execute  them.  This  indicated  an  approval  of  the  laws  as  they 
then  stood.  Had  the  election  laws  been  different  they  might,  or 
might  not,  have  been  approved.  The  words  “under  existing  laws” 
would  not,  of  course,  prevent  Congress  from  making  any  desired 
change.  Whether  or  not  those  words  mean  that  the  duties  of 
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the  comission  should  be  performed  under  the  laws  of  Utah  as 
they  then  existed,  or  as  they  should  exist,  at  the  time  of  the  per¬ 
formance  of  the  duty,  may  be  a  matter  of  doubt.  If  it  be 
assumed  the  latter  is  the  meaning,  and  that  the  power  to  change 
the  laws  without  first  obtaining  the  approval  of  Congress  existed 
and  still  exist,  except  as  to  the  method  of  filling  the  offices,  it  still 
remains  that  the  duty  of  the  commission  and  its  appointees  was 
prescribed  with  reference  to  these  laws,  and  that  while  the  duty 
of  the  commission  is  largely  administrative,  any  such  change  in 
the  laws  as  would  affect  these  duties,  would  be  affecting,  so  far, 
the  acts  of  Congress,  and  the  policy  of  the  enactments. 

This  proposed  act  makes  so  may  changes  that  it  is  not  de¬ 
sirable  to  attempt  to  mention  all  of  them.  The  reason  for  many 
of  them  is  not  apparent,  some  are  in  conflict  with  the  provisions 
of  the  act  of  Congress  requiring  the  approval  of  Congress  as  to 
filling  the  offices  vacated,  and  some  changes  in  the  existing  law 
are  not  an  improvement. 

The  act  changes  the  general  election  from  August  to  Novem¬ 
ber.  It  changes  the  time,  manner  and  place  for  registration, 
provides  for  a  different  board  of  review,  gives  a  formula  for  a 
trial  on  a  challenge  at  the  polls,  provides  that  a  new  registration 
shall  be  annually  made  in  each  city  and  county  at  the  office  of 
registrars  only;  that  no  election  precinct  shall  have  over  five  hun¬ 
dred  voters,  and  that  the  county  courts  and  city  councils  may 
divide  precincts. 

It  provides  a  registration  officer  for  each  county  and  for  each 
city,  and  a  registrar  for  each  precinct,  both  in  counties  and  cities, 
all  give  bonds  but  no  duty  is  assigned  to  the  registration 
officers.  Every  duty  of  the  act  is  put  upon  the  precinct  registrars. 

This  double  set  of  registration  officers  takes  the  place  of  the 
assessor  and  his  deputies  under  the  present  act,  and  of  the  ap¬ 
pointees  of  the  commission  to  fill  their  places.  Under  the  exist¬ 
ing  law  it  is  provided  the  senior  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  pre¬ 
cinct  shall  act  as  a  board  of  review  and  he  hears  challenges  to 
registered  voters,  and  notice  to  the  person  challenged  is  provided 
for. 

This  proposed  act  provides  for  a  board  of  three  persons  to 
be  appointed  as  registrars  are  The  power  of  the  justice  (or  the 
person  acting  in  his  place  under  appointment  by  the  commission) 
to  act  judicially  and  strike  off  the  names  of  voters  without  any 
power  of  review  by  the  courts  or  otherwise,  though  existing  at 
least  since  1878,  has  been  recently  criticized  as  arbitrary,  but  the 
proposed  act  makes  no  change  in  the  power  or  authority  of  the 
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reviewing  board,  and  omits  the  provisions  of  the  existing  law 
that  the  challenged  party  shall  have  notice  of  the  challenge. 

1  have  in  my  hands  an  act  intended  for  the  approval  of  Con¬ 
gress  and  to  supply  the  legislation  provided  for  in  the  acts  of  that 
body.  It  is  intended  to  cover  the  whole  subject  of  registration, 
qualifications  of  voters  and  the  conduct  of  elections,  and  both 
these  acts  embrace  many  common  subjects,  but  they  differ  in  de¬ 
tails  relating  to  the  same  subject  and  it  is  difficult  to  understand 
both  can  be  the  legislative  will  expressed  at  nearly  the  same  time.

This  act  has  been  in  my  hands,  I  think,  since  Wednes¬ 
day  morning  last.  It  is  a  very  important  act,  and  I  regret 
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that  in  the  rush  of  the  closing  days  of  the  session  I  have 
not  been  able  to  take  it  up  and  give  it  the  careful  consider¬ 
ation  which  so  important  a  measure  demands.  I  do  not 
believe  it  would  be  wise  to  attempt  to  make  it  a  law  without 
such  consideration. 

From  a  casual  examination  I  find  it  contains  some  pro¬ 
visions  I  would  be  unwilling  to  approve,  and  hence,  as  there 
is  now  a  statute  covering  the  same  subjects,  which  has  been 
passed  upon  by  the  supreme  court  of  the  Territory,  I 
deem  it  best  to  return  it.

Sir  — I  return  disapproved  C.  F.  No.  51,  entitled  “An  Act 
prescribing  the  qualifications  for  electors  and  office  holders, 
providing  for  the  registration  of  voters,  and  regulating  the 
manner  of  conducting  elections.” 

The  act  is  intended  to  go  into  effect  upon  the  approval  by 
Congress,  to  supply  the  legislation  referred  to  in  congressional 
acts,  aud  supersede  the  Utah  Commission.  It  purports  to  cover 
the  subject  of  the  qualification  of  voters,  the  conduct  of  elec¬ 
tions,  and  the  canvass  and  return  of  the  votes,  and  to  supersede 
the  existing  laws  of  this  Territory  relating  to  these  subjects,  an 
act  of  this  kind  and  covering  subjects  of  such  importance  should 
be  carefully  drawn  and  be  quite  full  and  specific  in  its  provisions, 
especially  as  the  special  approval  of  Congress,  might  create  a 
doubt  whether  it  would  be  amendable  without  the  express  ap¬ 
proval  of  that  body. 

The  act  is  not  sufficiently  clear  and  full  in  its  provisions  to 
meet  such  requirements.  It  provides  for  a  general  election  in 
November  ‘Tor  choosing  all  officers  not  otherwise  provided  for.” 

Tt  affirmatively  provides  for  the  election  of  delegate  to  Con- 
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gress,  and  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  and  for  some 
cases  of  vacancy,  and  to  that  extent  would  supersede  any  exist¬ 
ing  law. 

All  officers  are  “provided  for”  in  existing  law  and  except  as 
named  do  not  come  within  the  category  “not  otherwise  pro¬ 
vided  for”  unless  by  virtue  of  the  repealing  clause,  which  is  very 
careful  in  its  terms.  It  reads  as  follows:  Sec.  48.  The  pro¬ 
visions  of  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  superseded  by  or  in  conflict 
with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.” 
How  far  existing  laws  in  respect  to  officers*  provided  for  other¬ 
wise  are  superseded,  and  to  what  extent  laws  existing  are  in  con¬ 
flict  with  this  act  is  matter  of  construction,  and  though  the  con¬ 
struction  may  be  to  give  full  effect  to  the  act,  the  act  itself 
should  clearly  cover  the  case.  The  act  would  not  supersede  or 
repeal  any  provisions  of  the  existing  law,  not  embraced  in  it  or 
covered  by  its  provisions. 

The  incorporated  towns  and  cities  of  the  Territory  include 
a  considerable  part  of  the  entire  population,  and  they  are  in¬ 
creasing  faster  than  the  districts  not  included  within  them. 

Their  elections  are  important  and  any  general  act  approved 
by  Congress  should  include  provisions  for  such  elections.  The 
act  makes  no  provisions  for  city  elections  unless  in  Section  11 
which  provides:  “All  elections,  except  school  elections,  shall  be 
held,  conducted,  and  returns  thereof  made  as  in  this  act  pro¬ 
vided.”  This  either  includes  city  elections,  or  does  not  so  in¬ 
clude  them.  If  it  includes  them,  the  act  makes  no  provision  for 
city  registration,  for  conducting  the  city  election,  or  canvassing 
or  returning  the  votes. 

The  registration  provided  for  (though  it  includes  city  pre¬ 
cincts  for  the  purposes  of  the  general  election)  is  made  by  and 
under  appointees  of  the  county  court,  and  its  officers,  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  registration  officers,  boards  of  review,  judges  of 
election,  canvassers  and  the  division  of  precincts,  etc.,  are  all 
the  county  machinery. 

This  will  not  do  for  city  elections;  yet  what  would  be  the 
construction  of  Section  11,  if  approved  by  Congress?  If  Sec¬ 
tion  11  does  not  reach  the  case  of  city  elections,  then  such  elec¬ 
tions  must  be  held  under  the  old  law  of  1878,  which  is  not  super¬ 
seded  or  repealed.  That  act  (Section  262,  Compiled  Laws  of 
1888),  provides,  “All  municipal  elections  shall  be  held  and  con¬ 
ducted,  and  the  returns  and  canvass  of  votes  thereof  made  sub¬ 
stantially  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  councils  for  their  respective  cities  to 
provide  for  the  registration  of  voters,  and  the  appointment  or 
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election  of  all  officers  necessary,  and  to  furnish  all  necessary 
appliances  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
and  to  aid  them  therein  the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  on  the 
demand  of  the  recorder  of  any  municipal  corporation,  shall,  on 
payment  of  the  proper  fees,  furnish  a  certified  copy  of  the 
registry  list  of  voters  of  any  precinct,  or  part  thereof,  within  any 
such  municipality.” 

A  law  for  the  approval  of  Congress  cannot  be  complete  or 
adequate,  if  it  makes  no  provision  for  municipal  elections,  and 
leaves  them  to  be  held  under  the  act  of  1878.  That  law  con¬ 
tains  the  old  registration  oath;  the  old  provisions  for  the  quali¬ 
fications  of  voters  and  officeholders,  and  provisions  for  registra¬ 
tion  and  the  conduct  of  elections  quite  different  from  those  of 
the  proposed  act.  I  do  not  doubt  that  the  acts  of  Congress 
modify  the  old  law  as  to  the  qualification  of  voters,  but  the  time 
and  manner  of  ascertaining  and  enforcing  these  qualifications 
would  be  a  matter  of  controversy,  in  the  absence  of  legislation  to 
carry  the  acts  of  Congress  into  practical  effect,  and  legislation 
failing  to  do  this  is  not  of  the  kind  referred  to  in  the  acts  of 
Congress. 

I  have  not  carefully  examined  all  the  details  of  the  act  (it 
having  reached  me  at  1  p.m  of  yesterday,  too  late  for  careful 
consideration),  but  it  differs  in  details  from  an  act  in  my  hands 
on  the  same  subjects,  intended  to  govern  the  action  of  the  Utah 
Commission.  The  general  objections  to  the  scope  of  the  act  are 
too  great  to  make  a  detailed  examination  necessary.  This  act  is 
substitute  for  a  large  part  of  the  registration  and  election  law 
of  1878,  aud  that  chapter,  of  which  so  much  is  superseded  here, 
contains  provisions  in  conflict  with  the  organic  act,  and  provides 
that  the  territorial  treasurer  and  auditor  shall  be  elected  by  the 
people ;  also  that  vacancies  in  the  office  of  probate  judge  shall  be 
filled  by  election.  My  predecessors  in  office  have  repeatedly  urged 
the  Legislative  Assembly  to  repeal  these  laws  and  free  the 
statute  book  from  such  unlawful  provisions.  I  refrained  from 
repeating  this  request,  because  it  seemed  the  plain  provisions  of 
the  organic  act,  and  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  furnished  much  better  guides  for  legislation  on 
these  subjects  than  any  I  could  give.  There  are  several  other 
laws  of  like  nature,  which  conflct  with  the  organic  act,  and 
encroach  on  the  powers  Congress  has  vested  in  the  governor. 
I  mention  especially,  those  in  the  same  chapter  revised  by  this 
proposed  act,  because  they  could  not  have  been  overlooked  with 
reasonable  care  to  see  how  the  chapter  should  be  amended 
or,  if  they  were  overlooked,  it  shows  the  act  has  not  received 
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sufficient  care.  The  history  of  this  controversy  is  well  known 
and  the  defference  due  to  Congressional  action, and  the  plain  duty 
imposed  on  me  to  execute  the  authority  conferred  by  Congress 
would  lead  me  to  hesitate  to  send  to  that  body  for  approval,  an 
act  which  by  its  carefully  worded  repealing  clause  leaves  these 
unlawful  provisions  standing  on  the  statute  book  and  in  the  same 
chapter  the  act  revises. 

While  these  are  objections  that  could  he  removed,  the  im¬ 
portant  objection  remains  that  the  act  is  a  step  in  the  direction 
of  returning  to  the  people  of  the  Territory  of  Utah  the  full 
measure  of  self  government  which  Congress  has  deemed  it  neces¬ 
sary  to  withdraw,  but  is  not  in  harmony  with  the  views  and 
purposes  of  the  American  people  as  expressed  in  the  acts  of 
Congress. 

Assuming  the  full  responsibility  for  my  action,  I  return  the 
bill  disapproved,  believing  that  if  I  should  approve  it,  and  Con¬ 
gress  should  approve  it,  it  would  not  result  in  good  to  the  people 
of  the  Territory,  but  would  serve  to  prolong  a  conflict  which,* 
under  existing  conditions,  and  progressive  influences,  is  rapidly 
solving  itself.  *

Councilor  C.  C  Richards,  of  the  Special  Committee 
appointed  to  consider  C.  P.  No.  35  and  75,  the  latter  being 
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the  Governor’s  substitute  for  the  election  bill,  made  the 
following  verbal  report: 

“Your  special  committee  appointed  to  wa  t,  on  His 
Excellency  in  relation  to  C.  F.  No.  35  report  that  they 
met  the  Governor  and  asked  him  to  go  through  the 
bill  with  them  and  mark  the  points  which  were  ob¬ 
jectionable  to  him  in  order  that  they  might  be  stricken 
out  and  at  least  a  part  of  the  bill  approved.  As  you  are 
aware,  he  has  returned  us  a  substitute  bill.  On  careful 
consideration  we  find  that  it  contains  many  measures  which 
the  Assembly  has  not  acted  upon,  and  has  not  now  time  to 
consider.  One  point  incorporated  in  the  substitute  is  the  veto 
power  of  mayors  which  came  up  and  was  rejected  by  the 
Assembly.  Another  is  to  increase  the  power  of  city  councils 
and  allow  them  to  levy  an  additional  tax  of  one-half  of  one 
per  cent.  ,  if  they  so  desire.  These  important  points  coming 
up  so  late  in  the  sixtieth  day  of  the  session,  it  would  be  im¬ 
possible  to  retain  a  quorum  long  enough  to  properly  con¬ 
sider  them.  The  problem  is  solved  by  His  Excellency’s 
neglect  or  refusal  to  consider  C.  F.  No.  35,  and  the  im¬ 
practicability  of  passing  C.  F.  No.  75,  his  proposed  substi¬ 
tute.  at  this  late  hour.” 

The  report  was  adopted  and  C.  F.  No.  75  rejected.
